In  describing  the  features  of  the  medical  facility  to  be  established 
by  the  Golden  Gate  Medical  Group,  George  F.  Hansen,  Airport  General 
Manager,  said  that  it  would  be  located  on  the  ground  floor  of  the 
Central  Terminal. 

The  group  proposes  to  expend  approximately  $35,000  for  remodeling, 
and  $70,000  for  equipment.     The  facility  would  consist  of  two 
components,  one  at  the  front  of  the  terminal  near  the  baggage  claim 
area  for  the  general  public  and  the  other  on  the  field  side  to 
provide  medical  attention  for  passengers  and  employees  on  a  24-hour 
basis . 

Mr.  Hansen  explained  that  the  rental  rate  for  an  initial  term  of 
five  years  -  $2.00  per  square  foot  for  the  first  year;  $4.00  per 
square  foot  for  the  second  year,  and  the  current  rate  of  $6.00  per 
square  foot  beginning  with  the  third  year  -  was  in  line  with  charges 
at  other  airports. 

Commissioner  Cardoza  asked  if  there  were  any  way  in  which  City  could 
participate  in  c  percentage  of  the  facilities'   fees  for  service. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  that  this  is  not  general  airport  practice;   and  that 
the  alternative  would  be  for  the  City  itself  to  provide  the  service. 

Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  John  D.  Crowley  said  that 
the  San  Francisco  Health  Department  supports  the  development  of  an 
emergency  medical  facility  at  the  Airport  and  approves  in  principle 
the  plans  submitted  by  the  Medical  Group.

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Dr.  Francis  J.  Curry,  Director  of  Public  Health  in  a  letter  to  the 
General  Manager,  said  the  plan  of  a  functional  emergency  medical 
care  unit  to  operate  with  the  backup  of  Peninsula  Hospital  and 
St.  Luke's  Hospital,  with  ambulance  service  provided  by  one  of  the 
private  carriers,  was  well-conceived. 

The  Commission  approved  the  plan  and  adopted  Resolution  No.   70-0  411 
authorizing  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  proceed  with 
lease  negotiations  on  the  basis  of  an  initial  term  of  five  years, 
with  provisions  for  a  5-year  extension  at  Commission  discretion. 

It  also  approved  the  preliminary  drawings  showing  the  proposed 
medical  offices  in  the  Central  Terminal,  by  adopting  Resolution  No. 
70-0412. 


****** 


The  Commission,  in  adopting  Resolution  No.  70-0419,  approved  award 
of  AD  Contract  No.  581 — Inter  Terminal  Roadways,  East  Underpass,  and 
Entrance  Road  Lighting  at  the  Airport,  a  $9,992,600  contract. 

Dale  Ho  Fearn,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Planning  and  Development, 
said  this  contract  with  a  construction  period  of  900  calendar  days, 
completes  the  total  terminal  road  system  under  the  expansion  program. 


****** 


The  Commission  agreed  to  staff  recommendation  to  reject  all  bids  for 
AD  Contract  No.  609 — Construction  of  Rotunda  9,  and  authorized  re- 
advertisement  for  bids   (Resolution  No.  70-0420) . 

Mr.  Hansen  explained  that  of  the  eight  bids  received,  the  three 
lowest  contained  irregularities  in  the  listing  of  prices  for  sub- 
contractors' work,  and  the  fourth  lowest  bid  exceeded  the  department's 
estimate  of  $2,597,000  by  more  than  16  per  cent. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  then  described  the 
various  defects  and  irregularities  of  the  three  lowest  bids,  as  set 
forth  in  the  state  law  and  local  contract  procedure  ordinance.  In 
light  of  the  circumstances,  he  said  it  became  the  judgment  of  the 
City  Attorney's  Office  they  could  best  advise  that  the  City  reject 
all  bids  received  for  Contract  No.  609  and  re-advertise  the  work. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  it  was  anticipated  that  with  re-advertisement  on  a 
single-bid  basis  with  elimination  of  the  numerous  alternative  pro- 
posals,  award  of  this  revised  contract  will  be  confirmed  at  the 
August  11,  1970,  Commission  meeting. 


****** 


The  Commission  also  approved  the  rejection  of  all  bids  received  for 
AD  Contract  No.  628 — Construction  of  Piling  and  Foundation  for  the 
North  Terminal  Building,  and  postponed  call  for  bids  until  after 
activation  of  the  new  Airports  Commission   (Resolution  No.   70-0421) , 
because  of  funding  problems  still  to  be  resolved  for  this  project. 
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Commissioner  McDonnell  explained  that  because  of  the  low  limitation 
on  interest  rates  for  unsold  1967  Airport  improvement  (general 
obligation)  bonds,  the  new  Commission  under  the  Charter  could  legally 
use  revenue  bonds  to  finance  this  project  and  others  related  to  it, 
subject  to  approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  that  because  of  the  delay  in  starting  the  North 
Terminal  foundations,  when  preparing  specifications  for  rebidding, 
the  North  Terminal  itself  will  very  likely  be  incorporated  into  the 
new  contract  because  of  the  obvious  advantages  in  doing  this.  Five 
months  in  time  may  be  lost,  but  by  combining  the  work,  a  couple  of 
months'  time  may  be  picked  up  as  well  as  a  better  quotation  on  the 
construction . 


****** 


At  this  point  Commissioner  McDonnell  reported  on  the  progress  of  the 
formation  of  the  Airports  Commission. 

He  said  William  J.  Dwyer,  Assistant  General  Manager-Finance,  was 
going  through  the  necessary  steps  of  the  preliminary  work  for  the 
sale  of  revenue  bonds,  and  within  the  next  few  days  would  be  meeting 
with  Airport  officials  in  Los  Angeles  to  discuss  their  revenue  bonds 
procedures .

Resolution  No.  70-0441,  Amendment  to  Rule  44,  Section  c,  Municipal 
Railway  Rules  covering  the  transportation  of  animals  on  transit 
vehicles : 

In  presenting  his  revised  version  of  the  rule,  Municipal  Railway 
General  Manager  John  M.  Woods  pointed  out  that  this  proposed  amend- 
ment conformed  with  the  existing  State  law  and  that  it  reflected 
Commission  wishes  expressed  at  the  May  26  meeting.     He  said  also  that 
in  accordance  with  the  Memorandum  of  Agreement  between  the  Commission 
and  the  Transport  Workers  Union,  a  copy  of  the  proposed  change  in  the 
working  rules  was  furnished  TWU  Local  250A  President  John  T.  Squire. 

The  Commission  then  heard  objections  from  several  ladies  in  the 
audience  who  spoke  on  the  subject. 

All  objected  to  the  restriction  on  the  hours,  and  several  spoke  on 
the  problems  which  muzzling  would  create,  especially  with  older  dogs. 
Some  felt  "muzzling"  should  be  defined  to  avoid  misunderstandings. 

With  the  concurrence  of  Railway  management,  the  Commission  on  motion 
of  Commissioner  Cardoza  extended  the  recommended  hours  dogs  may  be 
carried  on  cars  and  coaches,  to  between  the  hours  of  9:00  a.m.  and 
3:00  p.m.,  and  unanimously  adopted  the  following  amended  rules 

"Guide  dogs  for  the  blind,  when  on  leash,  are  to  be  allowed  fare  free 
on  cars  and  coaches  at  all  hours  when  accompanied  by  their  blind 
masters . 

Between  the  hours  of  9  a.m.  and  3  p.m.  and  between  7  p.m.  and  5  a.m., 
on  payment  of  full  fare,  dogs  may  be  carried  on  cars  and  coaches. 
Dogs,  other  than  guide  dogs,  must  be  muzzled  and  on  short  leash — or 
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carried  in  enclosed  containers.     Dogs  will  be  limited  one  to  a 
vehicle.     No  other  animals  are  to  be  carried,  unless  they  are  in 
enclosed  containers  which  do  not  exceed  hand  baggage  size."

As  requested  by  the  Commission  at  the  meeting  of  June  23,  1970,  when 
application  for  a  demonstration  grant  for  a  kinetic  energy  wheel  on 
the  Municipal  Railway  trolley  coaches,  was  discussed,  Mr.  Dwyer 
presented  a  tentative  budget  for  the  two-and-one-half-year  project  of 
$1.2  million  as  follows: 

Administrative  costs: 
Project  Manager  51,350 

Office  Costs     10,000  $  61,350 

New  prototype  trolley  coach  40,000 

Services  of  Lockheed  Missiles 

and  Space  Company  800,000 

Rehabilitation  of  a  trolley  coach  20,000

(80,000  miles  of  testing  at  $2.00 

per  mile)  160  ,000 

Maintenance  records,  use  of 

computers,  etc.  20,000 

Contingencies   98,650 

Total  Tentative  Budget  $1,200  ,000 


There  will  be  no  additional  cash  outlay  required  by  the  Municipal 
Railway  to  finance  this  budget. 

Of  the  total  budget,  $880,000  is  to  be  requested  from  the  United 
States  Department  of  Transportation,  and  the  remaining  $320,000  is  to 
be  the  City's  share.     The  Municipal  Railway  budget  will  not  have  to 
be  increased  to  finance  the  City's  share  of  the  project. 

Commissioner  Lynn  questioned  Mr.  Uoods  and  Mr.  Dwyer  at  some  length 
about  various  aspects  of  the  program.     He  said  he  was  reluctant  to 
approve  such  an  experiment  where  City  would  be  putting  up  matching 
funds,  while  Lockheed  in  the  development  of  a  KEW  unit  would  not  be 
contributing  a  dime.     He  felt  there  should  be  some  consideration  from 
Lockheed  for  the  full  fee  of  $880  ,000  from  the  government ...  that  both 
City  and  Lockheed  should  participate  equally  in  the  grant... and  that 
City  should  also  participate  in  any  benefits  from  the  results. 

Mr.  Dwyer  pointed  out  that  Lockheed  already  has  expended  time  and 
money  in  research — a  crew  of  five  to  six  people  has  been  working  on  it 
for  several  months.     In  the  grant  application  the  company  is  not 
allowed  to  back  date  its  expense  and  can  only  be  paid  for  services 
rendered  after  the  contract  is  signed.     Lockheed  also  has  spent 
considerable  money  in  developing  alloys  for  various  types  of  bearings, 
some  of  which  will  be  used  in  this  unit. 
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After  further  discussion,  during  which  Mr.  Woods  pointed  out  some  of 
the  additional  advantages  to  the  Railway  in  having  a  new  prototype 
trolley  coach  built,  which  is  part  of  this  demonstration  project,  the 
Commission  unanimously  adopted  Resolution  No.  70-0  422  approving  sub- 
mission of  the  application  for  the  Mass  Transportation  Demonstration 
Grant .

The  San  Francisco  Emergency  Medical  Care  Committee,  appointed  by  the 
Director  of  Public  Health  to  study  existing  and  recommended  emergency 
medical  care  facilities  for  the  city,  has  just  completed  its  inventory  of 
existing  facilities  and  services.     In  reviev/ing  the  first  report,  it  became 
clear  that  the  San  Francisco  Airport  had  very  limited  or  no  emergency 
medical  care  facilities  and  services.    Although  the  Airport  is  located  in 
San  Mateo  County,  it  is  operated  by  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
Thus,  It  would  seem  that  the  responsibility  for  emergency  medical  care, 
routinely  and  in  the  event  of  a  major  or  minor  disaster,  belongs  to  the 
operating  agency. 

Preliminary  investigations  reveal  that  there  are  limited  medical  services 
for  the  employees  of  two  airlines,  plus  an  extremely  limited  first  aid 
station.    The  regular  stable  working  population  at  the  Airport  approaches 
that  of  a  small  city.    This  does  not  include  transient  delivery  and  freight 
personnel,  taxi  and  bus  drivers,  etc.     In  addition,  there  are  large  numbers 
of  passengers  passing  through  the  airport  daily. 

Modern  air  transportation  has  become  quite  attractive  and  convenient  for 
the  elderly  and  the  disabled,  as  well  as  the  young  and  the  healthy.  Although 
the  majority  of  passengers  are  not  obviously  ill,  many  passengers  with  chronic 
illnesses  are  borderline  potential  emergency  medical  problems,  e.g.,  patients 
with  chronic  heart  disease,  diabetes,  emphysema,  biliary  disease,  G.I.  disorders, 
etc.    Many  borderline  cardiac  and  respiratory  cripples  may  become  decompensated 
by  the  rushing  to  board  a  plane,  or  by  the  anxiety  and  excitement  of  getting

luggage  and  leaving  the  airport  after  a  flight.   Such  medical  emergencies  at 
San  Francisco  Airport  must  be  cared  for  at  the  Peninsula  Hospital,  or  one  of 
the  San  Francisco  hospitals.    If  a  medical  facility,  staffed  by  well-trained 
physicians  were  located  at  the  airport,  the  physicians  could  adequately  care 
for  industrial  as  v/ell  as  the  passenger  emergencies.    Furthermore,  the  group 
could  serve  as  a  core  for  handling  more  serious  minor  or  major  disasters.

A  minor  disaster  may  result  from  an  explosion  or  fire;  whereas  a  major  disaster 
may  involve  one  of  the  larger  aircraft  such  as  the  DC-8S  or  the  747.   A  mishap 
with  these  large  planes  need  not  necessarily  be  a  mass  fatality,  but  a  belly 
landing,  in  which  no  one  was  killed,  would  suddenly  thrust  upon  the  airport 
demands  for  emergency  medical  care  for  200  -  500  people.   The  Health  Depart- 
ment plans  to  discuss  possible  solutions  in  detail  with  Public  Utilities  staff  and 
Civil  Defense. 

However,  in  the  meantime,  the  plans  of  the  Golden  Gate  Medical  Group  for  a 
proposed  medical  facility  on  the  ground  floor  of  the  Central  Tower  of  the  old 
terminal  building  were  brought  to  our  attention.  These  reveal  a  well-conceived 
functional  emergency  medical  care  unit,  which  v/ould  operate  with  the  backup 
of  Peninsula  Hospital  and  St.  Luke's  Hospital,  with  ambulance  service  provided 
by  one  of  the  private  carriers. 

In  addition  to  the  main  treatment  facility,  there  will  be  a  smaller  unit  for 
industrial  accidents;  screening  and  first  aid  treatment.  The  development  of 
emergency  medical  care  facilities,  as  described,  by  a  private  medical  group, 
would  provide  ongoing  care  for  the  entire  airport. 

The  San  Francisco  Health  Department  supports  the  development  of  an  emergency 
medical  care  facility  at  the  San  Francisco  Airport,  and  approves  in  principle 
the  plans  submitted  by  the  Golden  G  te  Medical  Group.    It  would  seem  advis- 
able to  have  the  emergency  medical  care  facility  and  services  operated  by 
private  medicine,  because  the  vast  majority  of  air  passenger  patients  are  capable 
of  paying  for  this  care.

Two  of  the  leaks  were  in  the  54-inch  San  Andreas 
Supply  Line  in  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard  southerly  of  the  St, 
Francis  Circle.     Preliminary  tests  made  on  this  line  indicate 
the  leaks  vere  caused  by  extremely  active  electrolysis  cor- 
rosion which  has  accelerated  during  the  last  year.    A  corrosion 
survey  of  this  line  between  St.  Francis  Circle  and  Ocean  Avenue 
will  be  initiated. 

During  the  early  morning  hours  of  May  26,  person  or  persons 
unknown  cslosed  a  gate  valve  (in  an  unenclosed  area)  controlling 
the  flew  of  water  from  the  Keith  Street  Tank.     This  action 
created  a  surge  in  the  mains  resulting  in  12  service  leaks  being 
reported  between  1:30  a.m.  and  11:00  a.m.  in  the  1200,  1400, 
and  1700  blocks  of  Palou;  the  1600  block  of  Quesada;  and  the 
1400  block  of  Newcomb.     Remedial  action  is  being  taken  to 
prevent  this  type  of  occurrence.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  JUNE  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (May)' 

Substantial  Increases  in  shipments  of  U.S.  mail  t»v  air  and  in  air  express 
volume  were  registered  during  May  over  those  of  a  year  ago,  while  the  air  passen- 
ger total  gained  one  percent  and  air  freight  dipped  by  1.2  percent. 

The  Air  passenger  total  was  1,187,708,  compassed  with  1,176,462  for  May 
1969.    Mail  volume  was  25,732,163  pounds,  a  16,5  percent  gain;  air  express  shipments 
picked  up  49.8  percent  to  2, 105, 47-9  pounds  to  set  a  new  high  for  the  second  consecu- 
tive month,  and  air  freight  declined  1.2  percent  to  54,927,827  pounds.    Despite  the 
decline,  the  air  freight  volume  was  the  fourth  highest  for  any  single  month. 

The  mail  increase  was  the  largest,  percentagewise,  in  more  than  18  months. 
Postal  authorities  reported  no  apparent  reason  for  the  rise.    The  very  substantial  gain 
in  express  poundage  was  primarily  due  to  labor  strife  involving  trucking  firms 
serving  air  cargo  buildings  at  the  Airport,  but  which  did  not  have  a  serious  effect 
on  express  movements.    As  a  result,  some  normally  freight  shipments  were  diverted 
to  express. 

Aircraft  movements — landings  and  take-offs — during  May  totaled  32,891  and 
included  25,779  by  scheduled  carrier,  530  military  and  6,582  in  general  aviation 
classifications  (non-scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  and  locally -based  private  and/or 
corporate  aircraft) . 

Scheduled  carrier  operations  were  18  less  than  in  May  1969.    The  slight  de- 
cline is  attributable  primarily  to  summer  scheduling  by  airlines.    Because  of  the 
levelling  off  nationally  of  air  travel,  a  usual  summer  increase  in  flight  schedules 
has  been  sharply  curtailed  this  year. 
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Property  Assessment; 

San  Mateo  County  has  increased  the  assessed  valuation  of  Airport  property 
by  11.4  percent  to  $4,118,665.    This  increase,  combined  with  an  anticipated  higher 
tax  rate,  will  effect  some  increase  in  taxes  paid  by  the  Airport  to  San  Mateo  County* 

Runway  Maintenance: 

In  preparation  for  summer  traffic,  some  3,000  feet  of  Runway  28-Left  were 
resurfaced  with  an  overlay  of  asphaltic  concrete  to  assure  maximum  safety  for  air- 
craft operations.    The  area  resurfaced  was  that  portion  of  the  runway  which  has 
maximum  utilization  by  landing  aircraft  and  also  included  the  intersection  of 
Runways  28-Lef t  and  1-Left. 

Highway  380  Link  to  Airport; 

Proposals  to  provide  direct  Airport  access  to  and  from  cross-county 
Interstate  Highway  380  were  reviewed  with  State  Division  of  Highways  officials  early 
in  June  in  preparation  for  a  public  hearing. 

The  hearing  was  held  in  San  Bruno  on  June  17  for  a  thorough  explanation  of 
the  proposals  both  to  the  Airport* s  main  entrance/exit  roadways,  and  also  a  link 
from  the  380  interchange  with  Bayshore  Freeway  to  the  Airport  shops  area.  Very 
little  opposition  to  the  proposals  was  voiced  at  the  hearing. 

F.A.A.  Discussions: 

General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  and  top  staff  assistants  met  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration' s  Wwtern  Regional  Office.  Discus- 
sions were  held  on  ways  and  means  of  improving  the  Federal  Aid  to  Airports  Program 
to  better  meet  future  requirements  of  the  airport/airline  industry.

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Tne  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.   70-0465,   approving  the  modified 
proposal  of  tne  San  Francisco  Airport  Improvement  Corporation  for 
financing  United  Air  Lines'  expansion  program  at  its  overhaul  and 
maintenance  uase  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport.     The  modified 
proposal  enlarges  the  scope,  increasing  the  amount  of  non-profit 
financing  from  tne  $66  million  proposal  approved  by  the  Commission 
January  13,   1970,   to  $100  million,   as  follows;

ALoert  E„  Scnlesinger,  President,  and  Lawrence  Draper,  Jr.,  Attorney 
at  law,  Secretary  of  the  San  Francisco  Airport  Improvement  Corpora- 
tion, appeared  to  answer  Commission  questions  with  respect  to  the 
overall  non-profit  financing  program,  as  well  as  the  portion  encom- 
passed in  United' s  request  for  financing  additional  facilities  in 
txie  amount  of  $34  million.     Mr,  N.  V.  Reicnert,  United  Air  Lines 
Assistant  Treasurer,  from  Chicago,  was  present  also. 

Tney  explained  the  assignment  of  lease,  sublease,  and  trust  indenture 
documents  securing  the  issuance  of  $30  million  corporation  bonds . 
designated  as  San  Francisco  Airport  Improvement  Corporation  Bonds, 
2nd  Issue  of  1970,  in  connection  with  the  financing  of  American  Air 
Lines'  improvement  program  at  the  Airport,   for  which  item  J.  Ronald 
Pengilly,  attorney  for  American  Air  Lines  was  present. 

Tne  Commission  approved  the  documents  by  Resolution  No.  70-0467. 


****** 


In  discussing  Resolution  No.   70-0477,   approving  and  authorizing 
permit  procedure  and  rates  and  charges  for  commercial  photography 
at  tne  Airport,  Commissioner  Rousseau  was  of  the  opinion  the  required 
public  liability/property  damage  insurance  coverage  of  $5  million 
single  limit  snould  be  increased  by  $2-1/2  million. 

Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  advised  that  $5  million 
was  adequate  for  City's  needs,   and  that  the  amount  of  coverage 
becomes  academic.     The  purpose  of  the  additional  coverage  was  to 
receive  insurance  defense  from  the  Permittee  along  with  Permittee 
in  tne  event  of  an  accident. 

In  view  of  pending  motion  picture  filming  to  be  undertaken  shortly  at 
tne  Airport,  the  Commission  approved  the  Permit  procedure  as  recom- 
mended, with  the  $5  million  PL/PD  insurance  provisions,   and  requested 
tnat  tne  Airport  management  present  at  the  next  Commission  meeting 
the  cost  for  additional  coverage  so  as  to  consider  whether  or  not  it 
wisnes  to  increase  the  amount  by  amendment.

Airport  Calendar  Item  #18,  professional  services  agreement  between 
City  and  .Lee  &  Praszker,  Consulting  Civil  Engineers,   for  Parking 
Garage  Addition  foundation  investigation  -  was  taken  off  calendar. 
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MR  Calendar  Items  1  and  2,  concerning  the  establishment  of  San 
Francisco  CaDle  Car  Foundation,  were  taken  off  calendar.

Resolution  Wo.  70-0489,  one-year  extension  of  vending  service  contract 
at  various  Municipal  Railway  buildings  ; 

Tne  Commission,  on  motion  of  Commissioner  Diviny,  seconded  by  Commis- 
sioner Rousseau,   approved  the  appointment  of  a  committee  from  Railway 
management  and  laoor  for  the  purpose  of  watching  the  price,  service 
and  quality  of  products  sold  in  the  vending  machines. 

Tne  contract  does  not  contain  stipulations  with  regard  to  the  prices 
cnarged;  Mr.  vtfoods  explained  that  any  issues  in  this  regard  had  been 
solved  on  an  unofficial  basis  in  the  past.

In  tne  discussion  of  settlement  of  claims  against  the  Municipal 
Railway,  Resolution  wo.   70-0457-MR,  the  Commission  requested  a  written 
report  from  Curtis  E.  Green,  Director,  Bureau  of  Personnel  and  Safety, 
with  a  comparison  of  accidents  before     and  after  the  "ready' fare"  plan 
was  instituted.     Commissioner  Lynn  asked  that  it  contain  information 
as  to  comparison  with  other  cities — number  of  people,  number  of  acci- 
dents, number  of  dollars.     The  comparison  should  also  contain  type 
of  terrain  traveled  by  tne  transit  systems.

Municipal  Railway  proposed  fare  schedule  -  Resolutions  No.  70-0491 
througn  Wo.  70-0495 ; 

Acting  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  John  D.  Crowley  explained 
tnat  at  the  request  of  the  Commission,  Mr.  Woods  restudied  the  pro- 
posed fare  scnedule  for  the  Municipal  Railway  which  had  been  adopted 
by  the  Commission  on  April  14,   19  70  and  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.     After  a  public  hearing,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
referred  the  matter  back  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  with 
tne  exception  of  the  rate  for  school  children.     This  latter  was 
rejected  oy  the  Board  by  a  vote  of  9  to  1. 

Mr.  Woods  then  reported  on  tne  results  of  his  new  analysis  of  the 
rate  structure  and  budget  estimate,  taking  into  account  the  expected 
salaries  and  benefits  for  the  Municipal  Railway  operating  Personnel 
for  fiscal  year  1970-71.     Re  said  that  after  restudy  of  the  entire 
matter  ne  reacned  the  same  conclusions,  and  recommended  resubmitting 
tne  suggested  revisions  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  soon  as 
possible,     wo  public  hearing  by  the  PUC  will  be  required  on  these 
revisions  uecause  tney  were  previously  considered  in  public  hearing 
neld  on  warcn  18,  1970. 

Mr.  Crowley  concurred  in  Mr.  Woods'   recommendation,  and  said  it  was 
estimated  tnat  if  tnese  increases  were  put  into  effect  immediately 
Dy  the  Board  they  would  amount  to  approximately  $3,043,000  for  the 
Railway  for  1970-71. 
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In  tne  discussion  tnat  followed ,  Richard  Harcourt  of  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  spoke  in  favor  of  the  increase  and  said  that  from  a  business 
point  of  view  the  City  must  have  a  valid  realistic  fare  structure. 
He  said  the  Cnamber  would    support   the  recommendation  before  the 
board  of  Supervisors,  but  that  the  proposed  basic  fare  of  25C  was 
still  well  Delow  tne  national  average  fare. 

Norman  Rolfe  of  "San  Francisco  Tomorrow",  Miss  Marguerite  Warren  of 
tne  Sunset  Improvement  Club  and  the  Council  of  Civic  Clubs,  and 
Tea  talker,  a  Municipal  Railway  operator,   all  offered  arguments 
against  a  raise  in  fares  at  this  time . 

Mr.  Rolfe  was  in  favor  of  obtaining  the  additional  estimated  $3.4 
million  required  for  1370-71  operating  costs  through  tax  subsidy, 
he  claimed  tne  fare  raise  would  increase  automobiles  on  the  streets, 
increase  pollution,  and  that  the  use  of  public  transportation  should 
De  encouraged  by  lowering  the  fares . 

Miss  barren  also  advocated  tax  subsidy  versus  a  fare  raise.  She 
suggested  the  Railway  should  cut  down  on  expenses,  improve  its 
accident  record,   and  possibly  curtail  some  of  the  night  schedules. 
Also,  City  should  seek  state  or  federal  subsidy  of  school  fares. 

Mr.  Walker  urged  the  Railway  to  avail  itself  of  the  $12  billion  fund 
tne  U.  S.  Department  of  Transportation  has  to  spend  for  cities  of 
the  nation  over  a  12 -year  period.     Also,  money  received  through 
tne  State  gas  tax,   and  parking  taxes  should  be  used  to  support  public 
transportation.     Downtown  business  should  spend  more  money  to 
advertise  tne  Municipal  Railway — they  spend  2%  of  their  income  on 
advertising  to  bring  customers  to  their  stores,  yet  only  a  fraction 
of  tnat  amount  is  spent  on  the  Municipal  Railway  who  transport  the 
customers . 

On  the  matter  of  increase  in  express  fares,  Miss  Warren  objected  and 
stated  ner  dissatisfaction  with  the  express  service  in  the  Sunset 
District,  claiming  it  was  discriminatory  in  that  the  #71  had  no 
parallel  local  service  for  a  person  to  elect  to  ride. 

In  discussing  the  recommended  increase  in  charter  rates,  John  T. 
Squire,  President  of  Local  250A,  Transport  Workers  Union,  brought 
up  the  loss  of  the  charter  business  to  the  Municipal  Railway  for 
the  busing  of  school  cnildren  for  the  next  fiscal  year.     He  accused 
tne  Commission  of  "Dlowing"  $800,000  by  permitting,  through  non-bidding 
tne  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  contract  to  go  to  the 
Associated  Charter  Buses  of  Van  Nuys ,  California,  who  use  "cut  rate" 
labor.     He  said  his  concern  was  the  effect  this  loss  would  have  on 
the  tax  rate . 

Mr.  *Voods  said  that  tne  contract  was  handled  for  the  School  District 
oy  tne  Purchaser  of  Supplies.     The  School  District  is  a  completely 
separate  political  entity  and  City  has  no  control  over  that  depart- 
ment.    Mr.  Woods  denied  that  the  Railway  was  not  interested;  he 
stated  it  was  a  matter  of  bus  specifications  and  insurance. 

Upon  Commissioner  Lynn's  proposal  for  a  motion  for  an  investigation 
into  the  matter,  Commissioner  McDonnell  directed  Mr.  Woods  to  submit 
a  detailed  report  within  six  weeks  . 

****** 


In  discussing  Resolution  No.   70-0498,  approving  the  continuation  of 
tne  Transportation  Assistants  Program,  Director  of  Personnel  &  Safety 
Curtis  E o  Green  gave  a  report  on  the  success  of  the  first  TAP  experi- 
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ment  just  completed,  and  its  effect  in  improving  public  relations 
between  the  Municipal  Railway  and  low  income  residents. 

He  reported  that  36  of  the  40  participants  are  now  gainfully  employed 
in  tne  Railway  as  bus  operators,0   and  during  the  period  this  demonstra- 
tion experiment  was  in  effect  the  vandalism  and  violence  on  the 
buses  was  significally  reduced. 

Mr.  Green  said  the  influence  this  program  has  had  on  the  general 
character  of  the  transit  system  and  the  areas  it  serves  has  been 
most  rewarding. 

The  Commission  approved  the  proposed  new  program  for  40  transportation 
assistants.     Tney  also  approved  City's  share  of  the  cooperative  ven- 
ture amounting  to  $99,882  of  which  $14,26  3  are  "in  kind"  services, 
based  on  the  Project  Budjet  prepared  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 
Tne  Federal  contribution  will  be  70%,  or  $255,566,  of  the  total 
program  cost  of  $355,252. 

Mr.  Squire  of  the  Transport  Workers  Union,  Andrea  Brown  of  the  Civil 
Service  Commission,  and  Web  Tindle ,  Project  Coordinator,  were  present 
in  support  of  this  continued  training.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 

Curtis  E.  Green,  Director,  Bureau  of  Personnel  &  Safety,  gave  a 
progress  report  on  the  newly-formed  joint  labor-management  Public 
Service  Committee  whose  primary  function  is  to  develop  and  maintain  a 
friendly  and  productive  relationship  between  Municipal  Railway 
operating  personnel  and  the  public. 

Tnree  meetings  of  the  committee  have  been  held.     It  has  been  agreed 
that  their  problems  are  common  and  mutual,  and  that  the  only 
permanent  solution  is  proper  education  and  discipline  of  the  drivers 
as  to  wnat  good  public  relations  are  to  be;  and  education  of  the 
riders  as  to  the  public  transit  system's  role  in  the  community. 

meetings  have  been  neld  with  Police  Chief  Alfred  J.  Nelder  re  a 
program  of  talking  to  student  riders.     Consideration  is  being  given 
to  meeting  with  School  officials  regarding  the  possibility  of 
staggering  school  hours  inasmuch  as  overcrowding  is  a  contributing 
factor  to  violence.     The  Committee  is  investigating  the  two-way 
radio  system  to  determine  a  policy  regarding  its  use  during  emergencies. 
Troubled  areas  are  being  isolated  and  training  sessions  are  being 
conducted  witn  drivers  in  those  sections . 


****** 
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With  regard  to  tne  revenue  bond  method  of  financing  the  expansion 
program  at  the  Airport,  Assistant  General  Manager-Finance  William  Jc 
Dwyer,  reported  tnat  as  requested  by  the  Commission  and  after  dis- 
cussions with  several  financial  houses  and  the  Los  Angeles  Airport, 
he  nas  determined  there  is  no  question  that  this  can  be  done. 

He  estimated  it  would  take  six  months  from  the  time  a  bond  consultant 
was  hired  before  City  could  start  selling  airport  revenue  bonds. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  instructed  Mr.  Dwyer  to  move  ahead  with  this 
project  with  as  much  haste  as  possible.

On  December  2,    1969  United  Air  Lines  requested  that  the 
San  Francisco  Airport  Improvement  Corporation  undertake 
the  financing  of  the  construction  of  facilities  totalling 
$66,000,000  which  included  construction  of  a  B747  Hangar, 
a  Jet  Test  Cell,    and  the  expansion  of  existing  facilities 
designated  as  Buildings  84,   49  and  15.     The  Corporation 
agreed  to  undertake  the  financing  and  construction  of 
these  facilities  and  obtained  approval  of  the  San  Francisco 
Public  Utilities  Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
proceed . 

Subsequently  United  Air  Lines  has  accelerated  facility 
requirements  at  the  Airport  and  now  contemplates  a  need 
for  additional  facilities  by  1972.     The  additional  facility 
requirements  are:

United  Air  Lines  wishes  also  to  express  sincere  apprecia- 
tion for  the  public  spirited  approach  and  civic  concern 
evidenced  by  you  and  Mr.   Schlesinger  who  serve  this 
purpose  -as  officers  of  the  San  Francisco  Airport  Improve- 
ment Corporation.

Submitted  herewith  is  a  proposed  permit  procedure,  with  a  "schedule 
of  rates  and  charges,  to  be  applied  when  requests  for  permission  "-j 
to  conduct  filming  operations  at  the  Airport  are  received-; —  —  — j 

It  is  recommended  that  the  permit  procedure  and  schedule  of  rates 
and  charges  be  submitted  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for 
its  approval. 

The  recommended  subject  matter  was  prepared  with  the  assistance 
of  James  Leonard,  Assistant  to  the  General  Manager,  who  states 
that  it  has  been  reviewed  by  Mr.  William  F.  Bourne,  Utilities  Coun- 
sel.    He  further  reports  that  the  proposed  permit  procedure  and 
fees  may  be  adopted  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  at  its  pleas- 
ure, pursuant  to  Charter  Section  130. 

As  you  know,  we  receive  a  considerable  number  of  requests  for  film- 
ing at  the  Airport,  most  of  them  coming  from  motion  picture  compa- 
nies whose  operations  require  a  large  number  of  individuals  and  con- 
siderable equipment.     And  consequently  the  necessary  preparations 
and  supervision  takes  a  large  amount  of  time  by  the  Utilities  staff, 
who  must  assume  these  duties  in  addition  to  their  regular  assign- 
ments. 

One  primary  obligation,  of  course,  is  to  the  public  we  serve;  and 
filming  operations  must  be  conducted  so  as  not  to  interfere  with 
the  orderly  conduct  of  the  Airport's  business.     On  many  occasions 
this  means  that  filming  must  be  scheduled  during  off-peak  hours-- 
sometimes  late  at  night  or  early  in  the  morning. 


In  view  of  the  Airport's  workload,  the  heavy  work  assignment  of 
the  staff,  and  the  foregoing  remarks,  I  believe  the  proposed  sched- 
ule of  fees  as  set  forth  in  the  attached  form  of  space  or  use  permit 
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is  reasonable. 

The  recommended  permit  procedure  is  as  follows: 

1.  Application  must  be  filed  with  Director,  Bureau  of  Public 
Service,  or  with  his  representative- — the  Airport  Public 
Relations  Officer — along  with  two  copies  of  script  material. 

2.  After  approval  of  script  by  Director,  Bureau  of  Public  Ser- 
vice, permit  application  will  be  processed. 

3.  Written  approvals  from  participating  Airport  tenants  must  be 
submitted  by  applicant. 

4.  Deposit  required  in  an  amount  the  Airport  General  Manager 
considers  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  proposed  fee  schedules. 

5.  Manager  specifies  in  writing  the  hours  and  areas  that  can  be 
used. 

6.  Permittee  must  provide  Airport  General  Manager  with  daily 
itemized  list  of  personnel  and  equipment  on  Airport  grounds. 

7.  Charges  will  not  apply  to  accredited  news  media  on  working 
assignments — nor  to  recognized  school  or  educational  institu- 
tion and  other  non-profit  public  service  organizations — in 
each  case  the  Airport  General  Manager  to  decide  if  filming 
qualified  for  this  treatment. 

8.  The  charges  will  not  apply  to  work  being  done  for  the  Airport, 
or  for  filming  by  Airport  tenants — except  that  tenants  must  ob- 
tain permission  for  filming  that  involves  common  use  areas  of 
the  Airport. 

9.  Proper  and  customary  public  liability  and  property  insurance 
provisions  are  included. 

We  will  be  prepared  to  answer  any  questions  you  or  members  of  the 
Commission  might  have.

In  event  City  shall  institute  and  prevail  in  any  action  for 
enforcement  of  any  of  its  rights  hereunder,  permittee  will  pay  to 
City  such  reasonable  attorney fs  fees  as  determined  by  Court,  as  part 
of  costs  of  such  action. 

20 .  NON-DISCRIMINATION 

Permittee  must  abide  by  terms  of  Ordinance  No.  3*10-68  (Chap. 
12  B,  S.F.  Admin.  Code)  relating  to  employment,  and  treatment  of 
employees  during  employment  without  regard  to  race,  color,  religion, 
ancestry,  or  national  origin.     A  copy  of  said  ordinance  is  attached. 

21.  Permittee  further  covenants  that  it  will  not  discriminate  or 
permit  discrimination,  against  any  person  or  groups  of  persons  on 
grounds  of  race,  color,  or  national  origin  in  any  manner  prohibited 
by  Title  VI  of  Civil  Rights  Act  of  196*1,  and  by  Part  15  of  Federal 
Aviation  Regulations  as  amended.

On  March  18,  1970,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  held  a  public  hearing  as 
required  by  Section  130  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
for  the  purpose  of  considering  revisions  to  the  rates  and  charges  of  the  Mun- 
icipal Railway. 

At  its  regular  meeting  on  April  14,  1970,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
adopted  the  following  resolutions: 


70-0182    Establishing  a  Local  Fare  for  each  passenger  at  25<f 
and/or  a  valid  transfer 

70-0183    Establishing  an  Express  Fare  for  each  passenger  of

70-0184    Establishing  a  cable  car  cash  fare  for  each  passenger 
of  25<f  or  a  valid  transfer  in  lieu  of  token  or  cash 
fare 


70-0185    Establishing  School  Tickets  fare  as  10  rides  for  $1.00. 
School  tickets  will  be  sold  under  rules  prescribed  by 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  use  thereof 
shall  be  restricted  to  students  under  18  years  of  age. 

70-0186    Establishing  a  Candlestick  Special  rate  at  50<f  cash 

and  valid  transfer,  or  25<£  cash  plus  student  card  fare 
during  periods  when  student  rates  are  applicable  or 
senior  citizen  fare  plus  25<r  when  senior  citizen  rate 
is  applicable. 

Establishing  Candlestick  Local  Fare--Passengers  on 
local,  having  paid  initial  local  fare,  will  pay  25<f 
on  arrival  at  Candlestick  Park.

These  recommended  revisions  in  our  rates  and  charges  were  forwarded 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval  on  April  28,  1970.    The  Board  of 
Supervisors  held  a  public  hearing  on  Monday,  June  8,  1970,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Section  130  of  the  Charter.    Upon  completion  of  the 
hearing  the  Board  of  Supervisors  referred  all  of  these  matters  back  to  the 
Commission  for  further  study  with  the  exception  of  the  rate  for  school  chil- 
dren.   This  matter  was  rejected  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  a  vote  of  9  to 
1. 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  I  was  directed 
to  give  this  matter  further  study  and  come  up  with  recommendations  for  new 
rates  and  charges.    At  that  time  I  stated  that  it  would  be  prudent  to  wait 
until  the  new  wage  rates  had  been  established  for  the  platform  personnel  of 
the  Municipal  Railway. 

As  you  know,  the  Controller  had  refused  to  pay  the  contributions 
into  the  Trust  Fund  for  February,  March,  April,  May,  and  June  1970  until  a 
court  ruling  had  been  made  as  to  its  legality.    Last  August  the  Civil  Service 
Commission  certified  the  wage  rate  for  platform  men  on  the  Boston,  Massachu- 
setts and  Washington,  D.  C.  systems  as  the  highest  rates  of  pay  which  are 
used  to  compute  the  Municipal  Railway's  pay  rate.    The  fringe  benefits  con- 
tinued to  be  paid  in  accordance  with  the  two  New  York  systems.    The  Transport 
Workers  Union  contended  that  the  Boston  and  Washington  rates  should  not  have 
been  certified  as  they  contained  a  cost-of-living  adjustment.    Their  conten- 
tion was  that  this  was  a  fringe  benefit  and  not  a  part  of  the  basic  wage  rate. 

On  Thursday,  July  23,  1970,  Judge  Leland  Lazarus  ruled  in  favor  of 
the  Transport  Workers  Union,  Local  250-A,  and  directed  the  City  to  use  the 
highest  rates  exclusive  of  the  cost-of-living  adjustment.    This  means  that 
for  the  fiscal  year  1970-71  the  rates  paid  by  the  two  New  York  systems  will 


Mr.  John  D.  Crowley 
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be  the  basis  for  determining  the  wage  rate  for  the  Municipal  Railway  opera- 
tors.   On  January  1,  1970,  the  employees  of  the  New  York  systems  were  granted 
additional  benefits  by  the  authorities  in  that  city.    As  a  result  of  these 
additional  benefits,  it  appears  that  the  operating  costs  of  the  Municipal 
Railway  will  increase  by  an  estimated  $3,400,000. 

I  am  attaching  herewith  Table  I  which  indicates  that  our  operating 
expenses  for  the  year  1970-71  will  be  an  estimated  $49,034,000.  If  our  rev- 
enues remain  constant  and  if  no  fare  raise  is  approved,  this  would  mean  that 
our  tax  subsidy  for  the  year  1970-71  could  exceed  $23,000,000. 

I  have  computed  the  revenues  that  could  be  expected  if  we  were  to 
gain  approval  of  the  recommended  rates  and  charges  sent  to  the  Board  on 
April  28,  1970,  with  the  exception  of  an  increase  for  the  school  children. 
I  am  enclosing  herewith  Table  II,  which  gives  this  information.    If  these 
rates  and  charges  were  to  be  acted  on  immediately  by  the  Board,  we  could 
place  them  in  effect  at  12:01  a.m.  on  Monday,  August  31.    These  increases 
would  amount  to  $3,043,000  for  the  fiscal  year  1970-71. 

I  recommend  that  these  suggested  revisions  to  our  rates  and  charges 
be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  soon  as  possible.    No  public 
hearing  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  will  be  required  on  these  revisions 
because  they  were  previously  considered  in  public  hearing  held  on  March  18, 
1970.

AD  Calendar  Item  No.  6 — issuance  of  petroleum  pipe  line  license  to 
Southern  Pacific  Pipe  Lines,  Inc.  —  was  taken  off  calendar  for 
further  information.

The  Commission  approved  the  schematic  drawings  showing  the  relocation 
and  construction  of  Bank  of  America's  Airport  Branch  at  Plot  13  at 
the  Airport,  Resolution  No.  70-0513.     Commissioner  Cardoza,  because 
of  his  position  in  the  Bank  of  America,  disqualified  himself  from 
vote  and  comment  on  this  item. 

The  work,  to  be  done  by  the  Bank,  will  provide  convenient  banking 
service  for  airline  employees  in  the  vicinity  while  relinquishing 
the  present  branch  site  for  utilization  in  the  Airport  terminal 
expansion  program. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  the  submittal  does  not  include  the  sign. 
Discussions  with  the  officials  of  the  Bank  of  America  regarding  the 
location  and  size  of  the  sign  are  still  in  progress. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  that  in  the  interests  of  the  Airport,  the 
Bank  is  vacating  its  present  premises  in  a  prominent  position  at 
the  entrance  to  the  Airport  for  another  location;  and  in  view  of  the 
highway  structures  in  the  new  vicinity,  they  should  be  entitled  to 
a  sign  that  would  be  well  visible  and  still  be  attractive  and 
satisfactory  to  the  Art  Commission.

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Regarding  Modification  No.  2  of  Agreement  with  the  Airport  Architects, 
Commissioner  Cardoza  moved,  and  Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded  for 
discussion  purposes. 

Deputy  General  Manager  John  D.  Crowley  explained  the  need  for  this 
second  modification  to  the  Agreement  with  John  Carl  Warnecke  and 
Associates  and  Dreyfuss  and  Blackford,  a  joint  venture,  for 
professional  services  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

The  purpose  of  this  Modification  No.  2  is  to  adjust  the  scope  of 
work  to  be  included  in  the  presently  assigned  design  projects 
encompassed  in  the  original  Agreement  of  April  19,  1968  and 
Modification  No.  1  of  October  15,  1968. 

Due  to  the  numerous  changes  in  tenant  requirements  related  to  aircraft 
operational  requirements  and  passenger  handling  facilities  it  is 
necessary  to  enlarge  major  new  structures  such  as  the  North  Terminal, 
Garage  and  roadways.     More  extensive  modification  of  the  South 
Terminal  is  now  necessary.     Passenger  arrival  and  departure  rotundas 
will  utilize  a  changed  structural  system  to  meet  building  code 
requirements.     These  major  revisions,  plus  many  relatively  minor 
additions  needed  to  properly  phase  the  construction  of  projects  as 
dictated  by  the  Airport's  Critical  Path  Management  control  system, 
has  increased  the  scope  of  work  to  approximately  $107  million. 

The  scope  of  work  projects  covered  by  the  original  Agreement  and 
Modification  No.  1  have  been  so  expanded  and  fused  with  other  projects 
and  proposed  developments  by  informal  consent  of  the  City  that  it  is 
now  impossible  to  determine  what  portion  of  Architects'  service 
relates  to  scope  of  work  within  the  original  Agreement  and 
Modification  No.  1,  and  what  portion  related  to  expanded  projects 
as  described  above.     The  modification,  therefore,  includes  all  of 
the  work  included  in  the  original  Agreement  and  Modification  No.  1 
realigned  by  proposed  construction  contract  packages  to  dispose  of 
such  confusion  and  eliminate  the  probability  of  such  circumstances 
occurring  again  during  the  life  of  the  Airport  development  program. 

The  Airport  Architects  as  an  accommodation  to  acceptance  of  this 
modification  agreed  to  negotiate  the  fees  giving  full  credit  for  all 
work  performed  under  the  original  Agreement  and  Modification  No.  1 
and  have  accepted  the  total  scope  of  work  for  their  normal  6  percent 
fee  based  on  a  value  of  $97-million  worth  of  construction. 

It  is  important  to  point  out  that  a  new  category  has  been  added  to  the 
"additional  services"  section  of  the  original  Agreement  of  work 
covering  studies  and  review  of  architectural  compatibility  of  tenant 
construction  for  which  they  would  be  paid  reimbursable  expenses. 
This  will  allow  the  Commission  to  assign  such  work  as  will  be 
required  in  the  study  of  extension  of  rapid  transit  to  the  San 
Francisco  International  Airport,  and  to  reimburse  Airport  Architects 
for  review  of  tenant  construction  drawings. 

The  Airport  Architects  under  this  modification  will  receive  in  fees  a 
total  not  to  exceed  $6,143,618,  which  includes  $4,118,200  of  compen- 
sation within  the  original  Agreement  and  Modification  No.  1.  The 
additional  funds  of  $2,025,418  required  for  this  modification  are 
available  from  a  Supplemental  Appropriation  of  1967  Bonds  in  the 
amount  of  $1,850,000  and  a  transfer  of  the  remainder  from  Additions 
and  Betterments  Appropriation  7.727.547.000  "Engineering  for  Garage 
and  Road  Modifications". 
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Mr.  Crowley  said  this  Modification  No.  2  of  Agreement  has  been 
approved  by  the  City  Attorney,  and  he  commended  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Paul  J.  di  Noia  for  his  diligent  services  in  this  regard. 

Following  discussion  by  the  Commission,  Resolution  No.  70-0515  was 
unanimously  adopted  approving  the  Modification  of  Agreement.

The  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  70-0517,  approving  supplemental 
appropriation  of  1961  Municipal  Water  Bond  Funds  in  amount  of 
$4,320,000. 

Water  Department  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  Arthur  H.  Frye, 
Jr.  explained  that  of  this  amount  $3,800,000  is  to  complete  the 
last  portion  of  the  Bay  Division  Pipeline  #4  —  an  8-mile  long 
pipeline  connection  from  Stanford  Tunnel  up  to  Pulgas  Tunnel  —  and 
$550,000  is  for  plans  and  specifications  and  field  engineering  on 
the  following  Water  Department  projects: 

San  Andreas  Filter  Plant 

Crystal  Springs  Pumps 

Crystal  Springs  Bypass  Pipeline 

San  Antonio  Reservoir  Appurtenances 

Balboa  Reservoir 

Commissioner  McDonnell  questioned  Mr.  Frye  about  Balboa  Reservoir. 
Mr.  Frye  said  the  present  plan  is  that  both  basins  will  be  needed. 
The  parking  will  be  continued?  the  school  department  will  defray 
the  extra  cost  of  strengthening  the  structure  to  support  the  cars.

Ratification  of  Resolution  No,  70-0501,  extending  the  senior  citizen 
fare  time  schedule  on  the  Municipal  Railway  to  the  hours  of  9:30  a.m. 
to  3:30  p.m.  —  General  Manager  John  M.  Woods  said  he  did  not 
anticipate  that  this  would  materially  affect  the  revenue.  Figures 
show  that  17%  of  those  riding  between  10:00  a.m.  and  3:00  p.m.  are 
senior  citizens,  and  in  his  opinion  this  percentage  will  not  change 
by  the  one-half  hour  extension  at  each  end.

In  discussing  Resolution  No.  70-0501-MR,  Municipal  Railway  claim 
payments,  Commissioner  Lynn  commented  on  the  increasing  amount  of 
money  spent  on  these  personal  injury  claims  and  said  an  effort  must 
be  made  to  curtail  this  rise. 

The  Commission  discussed  the  advisability  of  appealing  cases  where 
the  judgment  is  particularly  large. 
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Acting  Public  Utilities  Counsel  Jerome  Cohen  said  the  City  Attorney's 
Office  considers  this  feasibility  before  recommending  payment  of 
the  judgment.     The  Commission,  however,  is  privileged  to  ask  for  an 
appeal.     Intent  of  Appeal  must  be  filed  within  60  days  after  the 
judgment  is  entered. 

Mr.  Woods  said  the  Railway  also  has  a  program  of  retraining  for 
the  drivers .

The  Commission  approved  the  award  of  Airport  contract  for  the 
construction  of  Passenger  Rotunda  9,  to  the  low  bidder  Arntz  Brothers, 
Arntz  Contracting  Co.  and  Beacon  Construction  Co.  at  $3,685,793. 

Of  the  total  contract  cost,  Pan  American  World  Airways,  Qantas 
Airways,  and  Japan  Airlines  have  deposited  a  total  of  $807,200  to 
construct  additions  to  Rotunda  9  to  meet  their  operational 
requirements.     This  additional  work  normally  would  have  been 
undertaken  by  the  Airport,  but  it  was  found  more  expedient  for  the 
carriers  to  underwrite  the  cost.     Therefore,  upon  completion  of  the 
structure,  said  carriers  will  receive  rent  credit  to  recapture  the 
total  of  their  capital  investment. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  expressed  dissatisfaction  with  the  allowed 
performance  time  of  455  calendar  days  for  the  contract.  He  felt 
that  one  year  should  be  sufficient. 

He  also  questioned  how  City  was  protected  against  protracted 
extensions  of  time  on  this  contract. 

Airport  Assistant  Manager-Planning  and  Development,  Dale  H.  Fearn 
stated  that  the  specifications  provide  that  the  contractor  must 
submit  a  Critical  Path  Management  System  of  construction,  so  that 
the  Airport  can  conduct  day-by-day  monitoring  of  the  work  performance 
under  the  contract.

In  presenting  Resolution  No.  70-0528,  supplemental  appropriation  of 
Airport  funds  in  amount  of  $5,000  to  provide  for  salaries  of  five 
Airports  Commissioners  for  the  balance  of  the  fiscal  year,  Mr.  Carr 
gave  a  progress  report  on  the  transition  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  Airport  Department  to  the  new  Airports  Commission. 

In  response  to  the  Commission's  request,  a  general  statement  had 
been  asked  for  and  received  from  the  City  Attorney's  Office  as  to 
the  legal  steps  that  must  be  taken  to  bring  about  the  transition. 
Mr.  Carr  had  forwarded  a  copy  to  each  Commissioner. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  important  steps  are: 

1.     By  virtue  of  Charter  Section  139.2,  the  effective  date  of 

the  Charter  amendments  approved  by  the  electorate  on 

June  2,  and  ratified  by  the  State,  is  established  as  of 
September  1,  1970. 
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2.  According  to  the  Controller,  the  first  step  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  should  take  is  to  request  a 
supplemental  appropriation  to  provide  for  the  monthly 
compensation  of  the  five  new  Airports  Commissioners 
(which  was  done  by  Resolution  No.  70-0528). 

3.  The  next  step  is  for  the  Mayor  to  appoint  the  five  new 
members,  who  are  to  take  office  on  September  1,  1970. 

4.  When  the  Airports  Commission  meets  they  can  designate  an 
interim  chief  executive  officer  and  an  airport  employee  to 
act  as  a  temporary  Secretary  of  the  Commission  until  such 
time  as  appropriate  action  is  completed  on  the  initial 
organization  and  appointment  of  the  permanent  staff  of  the 
new  commission. 

5.  Policy  decisions  must  be  made  by  the  Airports  Commission  as 
to  what  positions  they  want  filled,  and  what  might  be 
additional  office  expense,  as  well  as  expenses  of  revamping 
office  space  at  the  Airport.     Work  can  then  be  commenced 

on  preparation  for  a  supplemental  appropriation  which  will 
authorize  the  Airports  Commission  to  appoint  a  permanent 
staff  and  provide  for  other  funds  deemed  necessary  for  the 
efficient  operation  of  the  Airport. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  according  to  the  City  Attorney,  and  concurred  in 
by  the  Controller,  during  the  transition  period  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  general  office  staff  may  assist  the  Airports  Commission 
staff,  using  existing  appropriated  funds,  until  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  and  the  Airports  Commission  jointly  have  an  understanding 
as  to  completion  of  the  transition.

They 
lay  the  mains  and  collect  from  the  clients,  and  make  a  profit  off 
this .

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  JULY  ACTIVITIES 

Traffic  Summary  (1969-70  Fiscal  Year) 

The  air  passenger  total  for  the  1969-70  fiscal  year  was  14,580,423,  a 
gain  of  two  percent  over  the  previous  fiscal  period. 

Shipments  of  U.S.  Mail  by  air  totaled  283,263,114  pounds  for  the  year, 
an  increase  of  1.4  percent;  air  express  volume  of  19,677,064  pounds  was  up  9.6 
percent,  and  air  freight  shipments  totaling  619,277,517  pounds  represented  a  gain 
of  5.5  percent. 

All  totals  were  new  highs  for  the  fiscal  periods. 

Traffic  figures  for  June  were:    passengers,  1,379,215,  down  .7  percent; 
mail,  25,568,514  pounds,  an  increase  of  19.9  percent;  express,  1,526,017  pounds,  up 
5.2  percent,  and  freight,  64,403,206  pounds,  for  a  gain  of  23.2  percent  and  an  all- 
time  high  for  a  single,  month. 

Aircraft  movements— landings  and  takeof fs--for  the  fiscal  year  totaled 
396,655  of  which  308,053  were  by  scheduled  carrier,  5,909  military  and  82,691  by 
general  aviation  aircraft  (non -scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  or  locally-based 
private  and  corporate  planes).    The  total  was  7.4  percent  more  than  for  the  1968*69 
fiscal  period,  with  most  of  the  increase  by  general  aviation  activities.  Scheduled 
carriers  reported  only  a  .9  percent  gain. 

Airports  Conference 

Top  echelon  officials  from  12  major  California  airports  met  at  San  Fran- 
cisco International  Airport  for  an  informal  quarterly  conference  at  which  mutual 
problems  were  discussed.    These  included  legislation,  both  federal  and  state,

This  resulted  in  extensive  damage  to  the  floor, 
pumps  and  electrical  equipment,  causing  a  complete  failure 
of  the  pump  station.

Vandalism 


During  the  month  there  was  the  usual  amount  of  vandalism  to  our 
facilities  in  Alameda,  San  Francisco  and  San  Mateo  counties.  The 
vandalism  included  six  fires  on  the  San  Mateo  watershed.     The  most 
serious  act  of  vandalism  involved  the  30-inch  steel  main  crossing 
Golden  Gate  Park  north  of  7th  Avenue  and  Lincoln  Way.     On  July  13, 
vandals  using  large  rocks  broke  open  the  8- inch  vacuum  release 
valve  located  near  the  handball  courts.     Considerable  flooding 
occurred  in  the  area  surrounding  the  valve,  causing  minor  damage 
to  plants  and  lawns.     The  valve  was  eventually  closed  and  secured. 
About  6:00  a.m.  on  the  following  day,  July  14,  vandals  again  broke 
the  same  release  valve ,  causing  flooding  in  the  area.     This  time, 
damage  to  the  valve  was  such  that  it  could  not  be  closed  and  the 
main  had  to  be  shut  down  across  the  park  from  Pulton  Street  to 
Lincoln  Way.    All  similar  valves  on  this  line  were  remodeled 
to  provide  for  a  locking  device  to  prevent  removal  of  the  cover. 
In  addition  concrete  paving  will  be  placed  around  the  valves  to 
prevent  vandals  from  excavating  the  sand  to  remove  the  valve 
riser  boxes.

Resolution  No.  70-0580,  Transit  Advertising  Agreement  -  Invitation  for 
Bids.     John  M.  Woods,   Railway  General  Manager,  briefly  reviewed  the 
history  of  the  transit  advertising  agreement  from  the  1944  merger 
of  the  Market  Street  Railway  with  the  Muni,  to  the  present  contract 
with  Metro  Transit  Advertising,  expiring  January  31,   1971.     Mr.  Woods 
stated  that  Muni  receives  51  per  cent  of  the  "gross  revenue",  as 
defined  in  the  agreement,  which  amounted  to  $350,000  last  year. 
Mr.  Woods  also  pointed  out  that  the  guaranty  of  $17  5,000  would  be 
increased  by  $75,000  to  $250,000  in  the  new  agreement. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  suggested  a  flat  5-year  contract  rather  than 
one  with  an  additional  5-year  option.     He  also  pointed  out  the 
wording  of  the  contract  indicated  the  same  bidder  with  regard  to 
option?  and  inquired  as  to  the  time  limit  of  the  renegotiation  period. 

Mr.  Woods  explained  that  the  option  feature  merely  meant  an  option 
on  the  part  of  the  contractor  to  renegotiate,  with  the  understanding 
that  the  final  decision  rested  with  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 
With  respect  to  the  indication  of  same  bidder  regarding  option, 
Public  Utilities  Counsel  William  F.  Bourne  stated  that  the 
contracting  party  with  the  City  has  no  rights  in  this  respect. 
Regarding  a  time  limit,  Mr.  Dwyer  said  this  stipulation  was  included 
in  the  agreement. 

At  this  stage  of  the  discussion,  Mr.  John  T.  Squire  stated  that 
Metromedia  has  been  working  quite  successfully  with  Curtis  E.  Green, 
Director  of  Personnel  and  Safety,   regarding  the  Muni  Man  of  the 
Month  program?  and  inquired  if  maintenance  of  this  program  could  be 
incorporated  in  the  bidding. 

Mr.  Woods  said  Metromedia  had  conducted  a  very  fine  public  relations 
program  with  no  provision  in  their  agreement  being  made  with  regard 
to  the  Muni  Man  of  the  Month  program. 

Mr.  Bourne  stated  that  the  City  would  be  running  a  risk  in  bid 
considerations  in  making  this  a  provision  of  the  agreement,  rather 
than  letting  it  remain  a  voluntary  action. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  suggested  the  matter  be  put  over  to  the  next 
Commission  meeting,  allowing  time  for  staff  to  work  out  this 
provision  in  the  contract. 

Mr.  Woods  stated  that  the  Muni's  revenue  would  be  directly  affected 
by  such  a  delay,  as  the  additional  two  weeks  would  leave  the 
successful  bidder  with  only  six  weeks  in  which  to  seek  advertisers. 

Mr.  E.  B.  Sorenson,  Vice  President  of  Metro  Transit  Advertising, 
assured  the  Commission  that  in  the  event  Metromedia  was  awarded  the 
contract,  the  Muni  Man  of  the  Month  program  would  continue  as  it  has 
been  beneficial  to  Metromedia  as  well  as  to  Muni  and  the  riding 
public . 
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Commissioner  Rousseau  pointed  out  that  the  program  has  contributed 
greatly  toward  public  safety,  and  emphasized  the  importance  of  its 
retention . 

Mr.  Squire  also  expressed  his  concern  about  the  risk  of  losing  the 
program  in  the  event  another  bidder  is  successful. 

At  this  point  in  the  discussion,  Miss  Marguerite  r7arren,  of  the 
Sunset  Improvement  Club,  stated  she  believed  it  ^as  Mr.  Carr ' s  idea 
not  to  have  signs  on  the  outside  of  the  new  subway/surface  cars, 
thus  freezing  out  advertisers. 

Mr.  Moods  explained  that  since  70  per  cent  of  the  cars'  operation 
would  be  inside  the  subway,  advertising  would  be  placed  in  the  Muni 
area  of  the  stations. 

Miss  Marren  went  on  to  state  that  she  felt,  in  many  instances, 
valuable  space  inside  the  cars  was  not  being  fully  utilized  due  to 
the  number  of  public  service  advertisements . 

On  this  point,  Mr.  Squire  said  many  such  ads  served  educational 
purposes,  and  were  justified.

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items- 

Deputy  General  Manager  John  D.  Crowley  asked  Curtis  E.  Green,  Director, 
Bureau  of  Personnel  &  Safety,  to  report  on  the  safety  steps  taken 
by  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Mr.  Green  presented  3  charts  illustrating  the  decline  in  traffic  and 
passenger  accidents,  and  reflecting  an  estimated  15  per  cent  drop 
over  last  year's  total  and  an  overall  25  Per  cent  drop  as  compared 
to  the  total  of  4  years  ago. 

Mr.  Green  pointed  out  that  falls  on  board  the  coaches  was  one  of  the 
major  problems?  and  he  cited  the  inauguration  of  the  senior  citizen 
fare  and  riding  hours  as  a  possible  contributing  factor  in  the  high 
incidence  of  this  type  of  passenger  accident. 
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Mr.  Green  then  attributed   Muni's  progress  in  reducing  accidents — 
traffic  and  passenger--to  the  Railway's  safety  program?  top  wages 
and  working  conditions  resulting  in  lower  manpower  turnover?  and  the 
acquisition  of  new  motor  coaches. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Green's  safety  report,  nr.  Carr  commended 
John  M.  Woods,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  and  Curtis  Green, 
Director ,  Bureau  of  Personnel  &  Safety,  on  the  excellent  job  they 
have  done  since  assuming  their  respective  positions?  and  Mr.  Carr 
stated  that  Mayor  Alioto,  in  lauding  the  performance  of  Mr.  Woods 
and  Mr.  Green,  challenged  Railway  critics  to  name  any  other  city  in 
the  nation  to  match  the  level  of  service  provided  by  the  Muni.

At  this  point  in  the  meeting  Mr.  John  Taheny,  Deputy  City  Attorney, 
arrived  to  further  explain  the  Breckenridge  claim  against  the 
Municipal  Railway  and  the  settlement  of  $5,000.

Mr„  Carr  explained  that  policy  under  former  Mayor  Shelley — and 
reinstated  by  Mayor  Alioto,   in  1968 — provided  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  make  properties  available  for  long-term  leasing,  with 
sale  only  under  exceptional  circumstances.

Resolution  No.  7  0-0599,  Completion  of  Professional  Services  Contract 
with  McKinsey  &  Company  -  Organizational  Study 

Commissioner  Petri  asked  for  an  explanation  of  the  contract. 
Mr.  Carr  said  the  study,  undertaken  3  or  more  years  ago,  was  a 
complete  analysis  of  the  PUC  staff  to  bring  about  a  more  efficient 
operation — as  the  Public  Utilities  Commission's  organization  has 
remained  the  same  since  its  inception  in  1932. 

Mr.  Carr  further  explained  that  everything  the  McKinsey  report 
recommended  still  applies,  with  the  exception  of  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport,  which  they  recommended  remain  a  part  of  the 
PUC. 

With  respect  to  individual  departments,  Mr.  Carr  said  the  Municipal 
Railway  is  larger  than  the  other  Utilities,  yet  it  is  the  only 
department  which  does  not  have  an  Assistant  General  Manager. 
Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  that  each  time  this  Assistant  General  Manager 
position  had  been  requested,   it  was  refused.

Consideration  of  $46,000,000  Municipal  Railway  Improvement  Program. 

John  M.  Woods,   Railway  General  Manager,   stated  that  the  program  is 
very  much  the  same  as  that  submitted  in  May  1969,   and  represents 
the  second  part  of  Muni's  expansion  program. 

Mr.  Woods  stated  the  retention  of  the  five  streetcar  lines  was  an 
essential  part  of  the  program?   and  the  laying  of  new  track  along 
the  Great  Highway  between  Taraval  and  Judah  would  connect  the  outer 
terminals  of  the  L  and  N  lines,   resulting  in  a  saving  of  4900  vehicle 
hours  annually  by  the  elimination  of  long  dead-head  trips  from  the 
present  switchback  point  at  11th  and  Market — an  annual  saving  of 
$70, 000. 

In  explaining  the  proposed  construction  of  a  $4.1  million  rail  car 
storage  and  maintenance  facility  near  the  existing  Elkton  Shops  and 
Ocean  Avenue  motor  coach  yard,  Mr.  Woods  said  this  installation 
would  contain  a  terminal  for  the  K  line  providing  convenient 
transfer  to  BA RT °,  s  Daly  City-Mission  line. 

Mr.  Woods  then  presented  a  map  of  the  Railway's  operations  and 
facilities,   itemizing  the  improvements  as  follows: 

Reconstruction  in  preparation  for  the  subway-surface  rail  car  system

Resolution  No.  70-0600,  Chamber  of  Commerce  Downtown  Traffic  Proposal, 
Conversion  to  One-Way  Streets. 

Mr.  Carr  explained  that  some  time  ago,  Mel  Swig  requested  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission's  cooperation  with  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  in  selecting  certain  downtown  streets  for  conversion  to 
one-way  as  a  possible  improvement  in  the  flow  of  traffic. 
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As  this  affects  Municipal  Railway  operations,    in  particular  the 
overhead  wires  for  trolley  coaches,  John  M.  Woods,  Muni  General 
Manager,   presented  a  street  map  of  San  Francisco  designating  the 
Muni  lines  that  would  be  affected  by  such  a  change. 

Among  the  streets  involved  in  the  Chamber  of  Commerce's  plan  are 
Sutter,   Geary,   Howard  and  Folsom,   Mr.  Woods  explained.     In  the  case 
of  Sutter  and  Post  Streets,   Sutter  would  become  one-way  outbound 
and  Post  one-way  inbound?   and  the  cost  of  relocating  trolley  wires 
on  Post  Street  alone  would  be  approximately  $250,000,   Mr.  Woods  said. 

With  respect  to  policy  statements,  Mr.  Carr  brought  up  the  following 
questions  s 

Would  this  plan  be  an  incentive  to  use  public 
transportation? 

Would  the  use  of  pollution-free  trolleys  be  emphasized? 

Would  the  plan  contribute  to  the  overall  livability 
of  San  Francisco? 

At  this  stage  of  the  discussion,  Mr.  Crowley  remarked  that  Miss 
Marguerite  Warren,   of  the  Sunset  Improvement  Club,   had  made  a  good 
point  in  mentioning  the  possibility  of  rewiring  constituting 
abandonment  of  service,  which  would  require  a  public  hearing. 
Public  Utilities  Counsel  Bourne  said  he  didn't  think  a  public 
hearing  would  be  required;  but  in  the  event  it  woud,   the  hearing 
would  be  held  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Petri  then  asked  what  would  be  the  total  cost  of  rewiring 
involved  in  the  North  and  South  of  Market  Streets.     Mr.  Woods 
said  the  total  would  be  in  excess  of  $500,000. 

Mr.  Woods  said  the  matter  would  be  before  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
next  Monday,   at  which  time  he  would  report  to  the  Board  that  the 
Municipal  Railway  does  not  have  the  funds  available  for  the  proposal 
as  recommended  by  the  Chamber  of  Commerce.

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Resolution  No.   70-0601--Extension  of  Municipal  Railway  motor  coach 
service  to  Alemany  Housing  Project. 

Municipal  Railway  General  Manager  John  M.  Woods  explained  the  proposed 
route  for  improved  service  to  the  Alemany  Housing  Project  in  the 
vicinity  of  Alemany  and  Ellsworth  Streets. 

He  said  recommended  improvements  in  Lines  No.   23  and  23-27  could  be 
placed  in  effect  after  Ellsworth  Street  is  designated  one-way, 
northbound,   900  feet  north  of  Alemany  Boulevard  to  Crescent  Avenue. 
He  also  recommended  a  60-day  trial  period. 

If  all  approvals  are  forthcoming,  Mr.  Woods  said,   the  service  could 
be  placed  in  operation  on  a  Sunday  night  immediately  following 
adoption  of  the  one-way  street  legislation.     By  hazarding  the  use 
of  Ellsworth  Street  on  a  two-way  traffic  basis,  and  with  the  approval 
of  the  Transport  Workers  Union  sign-up,  the  Railway  could  place  the 
coaches  in  operation  sooner,  he  added. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Tillman,  chairman  of  the  Alemany  Family  Cooperative 
Association,  was  present  with  a  number  of  residents  of  the  area. 

She  spoke  of  the  long  wait  for  service  to  the  area,   and  opposed  the 
Railway's  proposed  extension  and  rerouting.     She  claimed  it  consisted 
of  only  one  bus  in  the  daytime  and  one  at  night,   and  the  people 
would  still  be  required  to  cross  Saint  Mary's  Park  and  be  subjected  to 
possible  assault  and  robbery. 

Mrs.  Tillman  distributed  copies  of  a  route  plan  proposed  by  the 
Alemany  Family  Cooperative  Association.     She  said  this  plan  had  been 
worked  up  with  the  residents  and  with  assistance  of  some  Municipal 
Railway  drivers. 

At  Mrs.  Tillman's  request,   Dave  Nelson  of  2428  Geary  Street,  then 
explained  the  proposal. 

It  consisted  of  a  new  coach  line  to  start  from  the  Line  23  terminal 
at  Putnam  and  Alemany   (Farmers  Market) ,  up  Alemany  to  Ellsworth, 
thence  to  Crescent,   left  on  Crescent,   then  over  to  a  terminal  at 
Mission.     Returning  up  Mission  to  Richland,  over  Richland  to  Andover, 
down  Andover  to  Crescent,   then  along  Crescent  to  the  terminal  at 
Putnam  and  Alemany.     This  was  to  \  e  a  24-hour  service  line,  day  and 
night . 

Mr.  Nelson  also  pointed  out  possibilities  for  expansion  of  the  new 
line's  "owl"  service  into  other  areas,  which  could  in  addition  provide 
connections  to  other  major  lines  during  "owl"  hours.     On  the  wall 
map  he  pointed  out  a  suggested  "owl"  extension  by  crossing  at  the 
Mission  terminal  to  Chenery,  to  30th  Street,  etc.,   and  terminating 
at  Market  and  Castro.

Mrs.   Sydney  Lanzer,  Jewish  Committee  of  Brotherhood  Way,  interested 
in  transportation  to  the  Brotherhood  Way  area.     Asked  if 
service  to  this  as  well  as  the  Alemany  area  could  be  provided 
by  minibus-type  equipment. 

Commissioner  Petri  said  the  problem  could  be  divided  into  two 
elements:     1)  whether  or  not  the  Municipal  Railway  can  put  service 
into  the  Alemany  Housing  Project  area  and  how  quickly  this  can  be 
accomplished;   and     2)  whether  Ellsworth  Street  should  be  one-way 
for  this  service.     He  said  in  fairness  to  everyone,   the  two-way 
street  matter  should  receive  some  informed  study.     The  Commission 
should  not  act  at  this  meeting  without  such  study  and  recommendation 
from  Municipal  Railway  management  and  Mr.  Carr. 

Mrs.  Tillman  objected  to  delay  for  further  study.     She  stated  that 
Mayor  Alioto  over  two  months  ago  promised  improved  bus  service 
within  ten  to  fourteen  days. 

Mr.  Carr  suggested  that  the  Commission  consider  the  first  segment 
and  then  put  into  operation  Sunday  midnight,  thus  giving  immediate 
access  to  the  housing  project  even  though  on  a  two-way  street  basis, 
and  then  at  the  next  meeting  act  on  whether  or  not  it  should  be  put 
into  effect  in  toto. 

Lengthy  discussion  followed  led  by  Commissioners  Flynn  and  Petri, 
with  Mrs.  Tillman,  Transport  Workers  Union  Secretary-Treasurer 
Paul  Raymore,  and  Mr.  Woods. 

Mr.  Woods  pointed  out  that  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Memorandum  of  Agreement  between  City  and  the  Railway  operators' 
union,   schedules  must  be  approved  and  division  sign-up  completed 
before  the  service  can  be  instituted. 

Mr.   Raymore  said  a  census  of  the  Muni  operators  in  the  area  had  been 
held  and  they  were  in  accord  that  service  could  be  implemented 
immediately  in  the  vicinity.     He  pledged  full  cooperation  of  the 
union  in  providing  the  service. 

Mr.  Woods,  who  had  not  seen  the  newly-suggested  route  prior  to  the 
Commission  meeting,  held  a  short  consultation  with  his  staff.  He 
then  informed  the  Commission  the  route  on  the  map  as  presented  by 
Mrs.  Tillman  could  be  put  into  effect  with  a  possible  slight 
revision  with  regard  to  Leese  Street  and  that  the  Railway  could 
furnish  the  union  the  head-way  information  the  following  morning. 

When  asked  by  Commissioner  Flynn  if  he  were  prepared  on  a  2  4-  to 
36-hour  notice  to  implement  the  service  by  the  Municipal  Railway, 
Mr.   Raymore  answered  affirmatively.     Ordinarily  a  10-day  period 
is  required,  but  the  union  would  grant  a  waiver  in  this  instance, 
he  said. 

Thereupon  Commissioner  Flynn  moved  that  the  Commission  accept  the 
route  as  presented  by  the  Alemany  Family  Cooperative  Association 
for  implementation  as  soon  as  the  union  can  work  out  the  details  with 
Railway  management. 

Commissioner  Petri  seconded  the  motion.     He  asked  Mr.  Woods  the 
difference  in  mileage  and  cost. 
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Mr.  Woods  replied  that  operation  of  the  entirely-new  run,   for  18 
hours  a  day,  would  cost  an  additional  $100,000  in  operating  expense. 

Mrs.  Tillman  reiterated  that  their  proposal  was  for  24-hour  service. 

Thereupon  the  Commission  unanimously  adopted  Resolution  No.  70-0601, 
directing  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  institute  a 
bus  service  from  Richland  Avenue  and  Mission  Street  to  Crescent 
Avenue  and  Putnam  Street,   said  bus  service  to  run  twenty-four  hours 
a  day,   seven  days  a  week.

Resolution  No.  70-0602,  Expansion  of  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway 
Improvement  Corporation. 

Secretary  James  J.  Finn  reported  receipt  of  a  petition  signed  by 
240  residents  along  48th  Avenue  and  Great  Highway,  protesting  the 
proposed  construction  of  Municipal  Railway  tracks  running  along  the 
Great  Highway  between  Taraval  and  Judah  Streets  to  connect  "L" 
and  "N"  Line,  estimated  cost  $650,000,  one  of  the  projects  of  the 
proposed  $46  million  expansion  program.     Also,   a  telephone  call 
had  been  received  from  Mrs.  Thomas  H.  Best,  President  of  the  Great 
Highway  Club,  requesting  the  matter  be  postponed. 

Commissioner  Diviny  moved  the  latter  request  be  complied  with  and 
the  matter  postponed. 

In  the  absence  of  a  second,  Mr.  Carr  asked  that  Mr.  Woods  explain 
the  relationship  of  this  segment  of  the  transit  improvement  program 
to  the  matter  before  the  Commission,  which  concerned  authorization 
for  requesting  addition  non-profit  corporation  financing  for  the 
$46  million  package. 

Mr.  Woods  said  that  when  the  improvement  program  was  first  presented 
to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  approval  for  bond  issue  financing, 
opposition  was  expressed  by  residents  to  an  item  providing  for  a 
sub-surface  rail  car  storage  facility  beneath  Great  Highway.  This 
requirement  has  been  deleted  from  the  proposal;  however,  the 
connecting  track  between  the  "L"  and  "N"  lines  was  retained.  This 
would  permit  streetcars  to  travel  from  present  storage  at  Geneva 
Car  Barn  to  their  point  of  revenue  service  in  a  more  direct  route 
and  result  in  a  saving    of  4900  vehicle  hours  per  year.     At  present 
operating  costs  per  hour  it  would  result  in  a  saving  of  over  $80,000 
annually.     This  was  a  proposal  to  reduce  operating  costs  and  provide 
an  emergency  alternate  streetcar  route  to  downtown  in  the  event 
Twin  Peaks  tunnel  were  shut  down. 

Several  speakers  strongly  objected  to  running  tracks  along  the  Great 
Highway  due  to  the  additional  noise  and  traffic  factors,   as  well  as 
potential  visual  pollution,   and  destruction  of  the  scenic  beauty. 
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The  problem  of  blowing  sand  on  the  tracks  and  expense  of  clearing 
was  mentioned.     Objection  was  raised  also  to  the  erection  of  power 
poles  and  electric  wires  which  would  be  required  to  operate  the  line. 

Various  alternate  routes  for  these  tracks  were  suggested,  including 
Sunset  Boulevard,   20th  Avenue,  and  also  46th  Avenue  which  already 
has  the  necessary  power  poles. 

Among  those  speaking  against  the  trackage  were: 

Mrs.  Elaine  Bratland  Gait,  TEKA,   1644  Great  Highway 

Steve  Alt,   2663  -  40th  Avenue,  pointed  out  there  were  several  bus 

routes  to  the  downtown  area  in  the  event  of  a  tunnel  shutdown; 

namely,  the  18,   71,   and  72  lines. 

Ernest  Born,  resident  in  the  area,  spoke  on  the  aesthetic  aspects. 

Marguerite  Warren,  transportation  chairman,  Sunset  Community 
Improvement  Club,   alleged  the  Great  Highway  has  become  a  thoroughfare 
for  those  traveling  between  the  City  and  Pacifica,  and  for  this 
reason  will  now  be  in  a  position  to  receive  money  for  lighting. 

Her  organization  favors  the  plan  for  new  trackage  along  the  Great 
Highway  and  went  along  on  the  basis  they  were  thinking  of  more  than 
just  their  own  district  .   .   .for  the  common  good  in  event  of  an 
emergency  and  necessity  for  rerouting. 

Lewis  Lindsay,  San  Francisco  Citizens  Planning  Committee,  was  in 
favor  of  abolishing  buses  and  automobiles  entirely,   and  returning 
to  the  more  economic  and  cleaner  electric  transportation. 

At  this  point  Commissioner  Petri  said  that  this  connecting  track  item 
was  one  of  the  many  items  of  the  total  $46  million  improvement 
program  to  be  accomplished  over  a  six-year  period  through  the 
financing  program  before  the  Commission,  and  that  none  of  these 
individual  projects  would  be  executed  without  prior  public  hearing 
by  the  Commission.     He  said  there  was  still  discussion  of  locating 
the  streetcar  storage  yard  some  place  out  in  the  west  side  of  the 
City,  thereby  saving  a  considerable  amount  of  money,   and  this  would 
affect  the  decision  about  connecting  trackage. 

At  the  Commission's  request  Mr.  Woods  then  briefly  outlined  the 
1970  transit  improvement  program,   totaling  $46  million. 

Commissioner  Petri  was  excused  from  the  meeting  at  4:40  p.m. 

Commissioner  Cardoza  moved  that  the  $46  million  total  figure  be 
amended  by  adopting  the  following  changes:

Commissioner  Flynn  seconded  the  motion  for  amendment. 

Miss  Warren  then  presented  the  Commission  with  copies  of  a  report 
which  she  prepared  from  Public  Utilities  Commission  reports,  showing 
the  Municipal  Railway  Total  Debt  Service  for  the  1970  Transit 
Improvement  Program  and  Rolling  Stock  projected  through  the  years 
1970  to  1985. 

Richard  Harcourt  of  the  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce  said  they 
approved  development  of  the  Municipal  Railway  program  through  the 
non-profit  corporation  financing  approach  but  felt  the  package 
should  not  be  tied  to  a  set  figure  of  $46  million.     He  advised  that 
City  should  think  in  terms  of  the  optimum  program  necessary  for  the 
people,  no  matter  what  the  particular  item  cost,   and  that  the  priority 
items  should  be  accomplished  as  soon  as  possible. 


Mr.  Harcourt  said  he  would  postpone  his  questions  and  comments  about 
the  individual  projects  of  the  program  until  such  time  as  each 
comes  before  the  Commission  at  public  hearing. 

Mr.  Carr  announced  that  currently  in  the  White  House  for  the 
President's  signature  is  the  $3.1  billion  final  version  of  the  public 
transit  aid  bill,  under  which,   if  enacted,  San  Francisco  would  be 
eligible  to  receive  50  per  cent  grant-in-aid  for  certain  allowable 
projects  in  the  transit  improvement  program. 
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On  roll  call,   the  Commission  unanimously  approved  the  amendments 
moved  by  Commissioner  Cardoza,  and  then  unanimously  adopted 
Resolution  No.   70-0602,  authorizing  and  directing  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  to  request  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway 
Improvement  Corporation  to  prepare  the  necessary  documents  so  that 
the  proposed  six-year  $44  million  Transit  Improvement  Program  may 
be  financed  through  the  Corporation.

SUBJECT:     MONTHLY  REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 
Highlights 

Work  has  now  begun  on  the  restoration  of  the.  trolley  bus  service  along  Mission  Street 
between  15th  and  25th  Streets ,  which  was  discontinued  in  May  1967  to  allow  construction 
of  the  BARTD  Stations  at  Mission  &  16th  Street  and  Mission  &  24th  Street,,     The  overhead 
trolley  wires  were  removed  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  BARTD  contractors'  work  at 
the  station  areas  and  the  trolley  buses  have  been  utilizing  South  Van  Ness  Avenue  during 
the  interim  period.    The  restoration  work  is  being  expedited  in  order  to  re-establish 
service  through  the  Mission  Street  shopping  area  in  time  for  the  Christmas  shopping  season. 
The  appearance  of  Mission  Street  will  be  further  enhanced  with  the  completion  of  this  work 
in  that  the  unsightly  overhead  feeder  conductors  that  formerly  ran  along  Mission  Street  are 
being  relocated  to  less  conspicuous  locations.

Moccasin  Penstock  Supports 

Under  the.  provisions  of  an  emergency  declared  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  a  service  order  is  being  issued  to  a  contractor  who  will 
jack  up  and  grout  under  the  concrete  supports  for  the  Moccasin  penstocks.  These 
supports  have  been  gradually  settling  and  it  is  necessary  that  they  be  brought  back 
to  their  proper  alignment  in  order  to  prevent  any  damage  to  the  penstocks,,  The 
corrective  work  must  be  undertaken  while  the  penstocks  are  in  service.    The  contractor 
is  especially  qualified  to  perform  this  type  of  work. 

Moccasin  Reservoir  Bypass 

A  proposed  realignment  of  State  Highway  49,  which  will  be  necessary  for  construction 
of  the  Moccasin  Reservoir  Bypass,  has  been  presented  to  the  State  Division  of  Highways 
office  in  Stockton  for  review.     The  State  has  indicated  that  it  will  cooperate  with 
the  City  in  this  project 0     Preliminary  designs  have  been  completed  and  detail  drawings 
are  being  prepared. 

Extension  of  Utilities  to  New  Residences  at  Early  Intake 

Plans  and  specifications  are  nearing  completion  for  the  extension  of  Utilities  to 
the  site  of  the  new  residences  to  be  constructed  at  Early  Intake. 
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Repairs  to  Cherry  Valley  and  Mather  Roads 

The  sole  bid  received  for  Hetch  Hetchy  Contract  No*  432  covering  repairs  to  the  Cherry 
Valley  and  Mather  roads  and  other  related  work  has  been  rejected  by  the  Commission 
since  the  bid  exceeded  the  available  funds „     The  plans  and  specifications  will  be 
reviewed  and  it  is  proposed  to  advertise  this  work  next  spring .     It  is  anticipated 
that  more  competitive  bids  will  be  received  at  that  time. 

Relocation  of  River  Road  for  Don  Pedro  Project 

Plans  and  specifications  for  relocation  of  River  Road,  a  Tuolumne  County  road,  are 
nearing  completion.     The  relocation  of  this  road  is  necessitated  by  the  construction 
of  the  Don  Pedro  Reservoir.     Negotiations  are  continuing  with  Tuolumne  County,  relative 
to  a  cash  payment  in  lieu  of  construction. 

Relocation  of  Trolley  Overhead  on  One-Way  Streets 

Under  a  plan  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  certain  streets  in  the  downtown 
sector  are  to  be  designated  as  one-way  streets.     Sutter  Street  and  Howard  Street 
currently  have  two-way  trolley  coach  operation,,     It  will  be.  necessary  to  move  the 
trolley  overhead  from  Sutter  Street  to  Post  Street  and  from  Howard  Street  to  Folsom 
Street  to  accommodate  the  one-way  operation.     Several  other  trolley  overhead  changes 
will  be  required „     Detailed  estimates  of  the  work  are  being  prepared  in  order  that  a 
supplemental  appropriation  of  funds  can  be  initiated.

Worman  Rolfe,  speaking  for  San  Francisco  Tomorrow,  urged  that  the 
Commission  witnhold  action,  and  request  reconsideration  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors.     He  claimed  it  would  mean  spending  taxpayers'  money 
"just  to  satisfy  a  wnim  of  tne  Chamber  of  Commerce,"  who  devised  the 
plan  strictly  for  tne  convenience  of  automobiles.     It  is  bound  to 
hurt  tne  municipal  Railway,  he  said,  adding  that  the  Supervisors 
shoula  jje  tola  to  tnink  first  of  public  transit  vehicles  carrying  70 
to  80  persons  eacn,  before  rearranging  traffic  patterns  to  accommodate 
cars  carrying  only  1  or  2 . 

Acting  General  manager  Jonn  D.  Crowley  assured  the  Commission  that 
tnere  would  oe  an  opportunity  to  see  how  the  new  system  worked  before 
the  money  is  spent.     Planning  and  construction  of  the  overhead  changes 
will  take  about  a  year,  during  which  time  motor  coaches  will  be 
substituted  on  trolley  coacn  routes.     Tnis  will  afford  an  opportunity 
to  watcn  tne  new  street  pattern  in  operation. 

vir .  i/Joods  said  if  experience  in  the  area  indicates  the  Railway  has 
Deen  adversely  affected,  he  would  recommend  that  the  street  improve- 
ment program  be  referred  back  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  Chamber 
of  Commerce  for  furtner  study. 

marguerite  barren,  of  tne  Sunset  Improvement  Club  and  Council  of 
Civic  Clubs,  asked  if  the  municipal  Railway  had  been  consulted  in 
tnis  Cnanujer  of  Commerce  plan.     She  also  inquired  how  many  coaches 
were  to  be  used  during  the  trial  run,  and  alleged  that  this  would  be 
detrimental  to  other  areas  of  tne  City. 

Mr.  vfoods  stated  tnat  tne  Railway  staff  discussed  the  proposal  with 
tne  Cnanujer  of  Commerce,  the  City  Engineering  and  Traffic  Depart- 
ments . 

It  is  planned  to  activate  40  motor  coaches  for  this  purpose  from  100 
in  aeaa  storage.     Wewer  coaches  are  to  be  used  during  the  peak 
morning  and  evening  nours ,  wnicn  may  require  pulling  coaches  from 
otner  lines  but  only  to  the  extent  of  one  vehicle  per  line. 

Botn  Miss  barren  and  Mr.  Rolfe  urged  that  the  Railway  defer  bids  on 
tne  trolley  wire  contract  until  it  can  be  proven  the  rerouting  has 
not  materially  nurt  tne  Railway  system. 

wr.  Crowley  pointed  out  tnis  one-way  street  pattern  has  been  adopted 
by  tne  Board  of  Supervisors.     It  is  not  a  question  of  option  on  the 
part  of  tne  Puolic  Utilities  Commission;  traffic  compliance  with  the 
one-way  pattern  is  compulsory. 

Commissioner  Flynn  stated  that  the  determination  of  whether  the 
streets  snould  ue  one  way  was  not  within  the  province  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission.     He  said  that  Mr.  Rolfe  was  asking  the  Utilities 
Commission  to  attempt  to  usurp  the  Board  of  Supervisors'  authority. 
Tne  Commission's  autnority  in  this  instance  was  limited  to  compliance 
and  appropriation  of  tne  necessary  money;   and  that  it  was  Mr.   Rolfe 's 
task  to  go  before  tne  Board  of  Supervisors  if  he  disagreed  with  the 
plan .

SUBJECT:     MONTHLY  REPORT  ON  ACTIVITIES  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT 

Highlights 

A  series  of  operations  performed  at  the  Don  Pedro  Project  during  the  past  few  weeks, 
culminating  in  the  opening  of  the  gates  through  the  old  Don  Pedro  Dam  on  November  2, 
1970,  has  marked  a  significant  milestone  in  the  Project's  construction.     The  opening 
of  the  gates  starts  the  impounding  of  water  behind  the  new  dam  for  the  first  time, 
covering  the  old  powerhouse  with  water  within  a  few  hours,  and  submerging  the  old 
dam,  dependent  on  winter  precipitation,  within  a  few  months. 

Earlier,  on  October  15s  1970,  the  old  powerplant  was  shut  down,  and  on  October  18, 
the  diversion  tunnel  around  the  new  dam  was  shut  off.     This  allowed  certain  salvage 
operations  to  take,  place  in  the  interim  before  the  November  2  opening  of  the  gates 

started  flooding  the  old  powerhouse. 

Ceremonies  honoring  the  occasion  at  the  damsite  were  attended  by  representatives  of 
the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  and  the  City  of  San  Francisco.

During  the  month  of  October,  Moccasin,  Dion  R.  Holm,  and  Robert  C.  Kirkwood  Powerhouse 
generated  45,920,000;  74,049,000;  and  50,535,000  kilowatt-hours  respectively,  for  a 
total  of  170,504,000  kilowatt-hours,  having  a  value  in  excess  of  $1,193,000. 

HETCH  HETCHY  ENGINEERING 

Motorize  Valves  -  San  Joaquin  Pipelines 

Plans  and  specifications  are  being  prepared  for  motorizing  the  large  valves  located 
on  the  three  San  Joaquin  Pipelines.     The  valves  are  currently  operated  by  handwheels 
and  considerable  physical  effort  by  operations  personnel  is  required  in  opening  and 
closing  the  valves 0     Several  hundred  turns  of  the  handwheel  are  required  so  as  to 
accomplish  the.  opening  and  closing  very  slowly  in  order  to  protect  the  pipelines. 
Modern  utility  practice  is  to  motorize  the  valves  and  by  gear  ratios  to  retain  the 
slow-opening  and  slow-closing  features. 

Clearing  Transmission  Lines  Rights-of-way 

A  contract  is  being  prepared  for  the  clearing  of  transmission  line  rights-of-way  in 
the  mountain  areas.     Since  the  rights-of-way  were  first  cleared,  considerable  growth  of 
trees  and  brush  has  occurred.     New  standards  for  clearing  as  required  by  the  U.  S. 

Forest  Service  are  being  utilized. 

Moccasin  Reservoir  Bypass 

The  provision  of  drainage  facilities  to  convey  runoff  from  the  hillside  above  State 
Highway  49  opposite  Moccasin  has  been  included  in  the  Moccasin  Reservoir  Bypass 
project.     This  will  be  an  additional  step  to  further  protect  the  quality  of  the  water 
in  the  Moccasin  Reservoir,  where  water  enters  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  for  its  final 
journey  to  the  Bay  Area. 
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) 

Replace  Domestic  Water  System  to  Priest  Cottage 

Final  plans  and  specifications  for  the  replacement  of  the  domestic  water  supply  system 
to  the  watershed  keeper as  cottage  at  Priest  Reservoir  have  been  completed  and  are  under 
review.     The  system  extends  from  the  top  of  the  Moccasin  penstocks  to  the  cottage.  The 
system  is  approximately  35  years  old  and  is  badly  in  need  of  replacement.     The  system 
also  serves  another  City  cottage  near  the  West  Portal  of  the  Moccasin  Tunnel.  Chlo- 
rination  facilities  will  also  be  included. 

Construction  of  Soundproof  Office  -  Bryant  Substation 

Plans  are  being  prepared  for  an  informal  contract  for  the.  installation  of  a  soundproof 
office  for  the  Transit  Power  Division  in  the  Bryant  Substation.     This  office  has  been 
needed  for  considerable  time. 

Moccasin  Penstock  Supports 

Upon  approval  of  the  emergency  legislation  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
a  contract  was  negotiated  with  the  Pressure  Grout  Company  for  the  performance  of  this 
workc     This  contract  has  been  certified  and  the  contractor  has  started  work. 

Early  Intake  Employee  Housing 

Plans  and  specifications  were  prepared  for  the  utility  extensions  that  will  be  needed 
to  service  the  new  housing,.     However,  this  work  will  not  be  contracted  for  until  next 
spring  when  the  weather  is  more  favorable.     Studies  are  being  made  as  to  the  feasibility 
of  using  prefabricated  houses  or  prefabricated  roof  and  wall  panels  so  as  to  reduce 

the  cost. 

Revision  of  Trolley  Coach  Overhead  as  Required  by  New  One-Way  Street  Pattern 
Preliminary  work  was  started  on  the  preparation  of  plans  for  the  changes  in  trolley 
coach  trolley  wires  that  are  necessitated  by  the  new  one-way  street  pattern.  Meetings 
have  been  scheduled  with  the  Railway  to  determine  possible  timing  of  these  changes. 
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Rehabilitation  of  Direct  Current  System 

itel  continues  with  their  work  on  Stage  I  of  the  conceptual  design  studies.  They 
report  that  they  will  complete  Stage  I  by  the  end  of  November. 

An  agreement  for  Stage  II  of  these  studies  was  approved  by  the  Commission  and  the 
necessary  documents  are  now  in  process.     It  is  anticipated  that  the  agreement  will  be 
certified  before  the  end  of  November.

PUBLIC  HEARING:     Matter  of  restoring  the  No.  71  (Haight -Noriega) , 

No.  72   (Haight-Sunset) ,  and  No.  7  (Haight-Saturdays) 
Lines  to  Haight  Street  outbound. 

In  conformance  with  notice  of  public  hearing,  the  Commission  conducted 
a  public  hearing  to  consider  the  matter  of  returning  the  outbound 
No.  7,  71,  and  72  motor  coacnes  to  their  pre-1967  route  on  Haight 
Street . 

John  h.  Woods,  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  reviewed  the 
reason  for  the  change  in  196  7  and  the  reasons  for  the  recommendation 
to  restore  tne  routes  to  Haight  Street. 

In  1967  tne  Public  Utilities  Commission,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  removed  these  lines  from  Haight  Street  and 
rerouted  them  over  Page  Street.     This  was  done  at  the  request  of 
residents  of  the  Sunset  area  west  of  Stanyan  Street  and  other  riders, 
because  of  tne  intolerable  delays  caused  by  traffic  congestion  on 
riaignt  Street.     This  was  done  at  the  climax  of  the  "hippie"  movement 
in  tne  Haight-Ashbury  District. 
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At  tne  present  time  Haight  Street  is  no  longer  congested.  The 
"nippies"  have  left  the  district.     There  is  a  strong  campaign  by 
the  merchants     and  residents  of  the  area  to  restore  Haight  Street 
to  its  former  position  as  a  shopping  area  as  it  was  before  the 
"hippie"  invasion.     Tne  residents  and  merchants  feel  that  restora- 
tion of  the  Wo.  71,  No.  72  and  No.  7  (Saturday  only)   lines  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  the  economic  and  social  revival  of  the 
street . 

Tnis  return  involves  the  abandonment  of  service  by  the  aforesaid 
lines  on  Page  Street  between  Broderick  and  Stanyan  Streets .  Under 
Section  132.1  of  the  Charter,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  must  concur 
in  the  abandonment . 

Appearing  at  the  meeting  and  opposing  restoration  were: 


vi .  0.  Granicner,  West  of  Twin  Peaks  Central  Council--said  residents 
of  tne  Lake  Merced  area  are  apprehensive  that  the  return  to 
Haight  Street  would  lengthen  the  time  of  the  trip  to  their  area. 
He  asked  that  present  routing  of  the  72  line  be  retained. 


Marguerite  Warren,  Sunset  Community  Improvement  Club  Transportation 
Cnairman — alleged  it  is  unfair  to  the  residents  of  the  Sunset 
District  to  lengthen  the  riding  time  between  downtown  and  the 
Sunset  through  the  Haight  Street  corridor.     She  claimed  the 
71  and  72  lines  were  not  designed  for  the  Haight  Street  merchants, 
but  ratner  limited-stop  buses  to  take  care  of  passengers  living 
beyond  Stanyan  Street.

Anna  Guth,  Secretary  of  the  Haight-Ashbury  Neighborhood  Council. 


1'iarguerite  Warren  expressed  dismay  at  Mr.  Slade's  statement  that  he 
represented  tne  Mayor  when  he  spoke  in  full  support  of  return  of  the 
Duses  to  riaight  Street.     She  said  Mayor  Alioto  is  mayor  of  all  the 
people  in  San  Francisco,  and  that  she  felt  a  letter  should  have  come 
first  from  tne  Mayor  stating  that  he  had  discussed  this  with  all 
City  agencies  and  citizens  involved  before  endorsing  it. 


In  adopting  Resolution  No.  70-0640  approving  the  rerouting,  the 
Commission  directed  that  abandonment  of  service  on  Page  Street 
Detween  Broderick  and  Stanyan  Streets  be  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  approval  after  public  hearing  by  that  Board.

James  H.  Leonard,  Assistant  to  the  General  Manager  and  Director  of 
tne  Bureau  of  Public  Service,  gave  a  brief  explanation  of  the  detail 
and  background  of  the  program. 


The  objective  is  to  seek  realistic  financial  assistance  for  the 
Municipal  Railway  information  and  community  relations  program  that 
would  xielp  retain  riders  at  the  highest  level  possible  at  the  same 
time  it  would  improve  the  level  of  service  and  help  give  direction 
to  future  operations.     A  period  of  about  one  month  will  be  required 
for  the  researcn  and  preparation  of  a  report  which  will  set  forth 
tne  scope  of  tne  program.     This  material  will  serve  as  the  basis  of 
tne  request  for  PUC  and  Board  of  Supervisors  authority  for  financing 
tne  project. 


He  said  it  is  oelieved  tne  ultimate  investment  would  be  relatively 
small  for  the  returns  expected — returns  in  the  form  of  increased 
patronage,  increased  efficiency,  and  lower  losses  through  accidents 
and  vandalism. 


Mr.  L.  B.  UeLaney,  President  of  Transport  Workers  Union  Local  250A, 
highly  endorsed  the  program.     He  said  the  executive  board  of  the 
union  felt  it  was  very  much  needed.

David  Vallenga,  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Sunset-Parkside  Education 
and  Action  Committee   (1329  Seventh  Avenue,  San  Francisco)  read 
portions  of  resolutions  adopted  by  the  SPEAK  Steering  Committee  on 
October  14,  1970,  and  the  SPEAK  Citizens  Planning  Commission  on 
October  27,   1970,  concerning  the  future  of  the  Great  Highway  area. 


Witn  regard  to  the  proposal  for  a  streetcar  link  along  the  lower 
Great  Highway,  between  the  Taraval  and  Judah  streetcar  lines,  as 
originally  set  forth  in  the  Transit  Improvement  program,  Mr.  Vallenga 
said  no  decision  on  this  should  be  made  until  people  and  organizations 
in  the  area  have  been  consulted,  and  such  a  project  should  be  con- 
sidered only  after  it  has  been  shown  it  will  not  have  harmful  effect. 

Ed  Conroy,  memoer  of  the  executive  committee  of  TEKA  also  spoke  in 
opposition  to  any  plan  for  streetcar  connection  along  the  lower 
Great  Highway. 

Mr.  Woods  replied  tnat  the  issue  was  still  under  study  and  far  from 
settled . 


Mr.  Crowley  also  explained  that  specific  proposals  in  the  six-year 
program  would  nave  to  come  before  the  Commission  again,  with  the 
General  Manager's  recommendation,  before  they  would  be  put  into 
effect . 


Marguerite  Warren  questioned  the  financing  of  the  $4  4  million  program, 
asking  wnere  the  City  was  going  to  get  the  money  to  pay  for  it.  She 
also  objected  that  the  program  was  not  clearly  defined  -  saying  it 
was  too  "iffy." 

Commissioner  Flynn,  who  previously  served  on  the  board  of  directors 
of  tne  non-profit  corporation  financing  the  Muni's  $51  million  new 
rolling  stock  purchase  explained  that  the  cost  of  this  new  equipment 
nas  been  borne  by  the  taxpayers  and  by  the  riders  of  the  Muni.  Under 
tne  plan,  tnis  same  non-profit  corporation  method  of  financing  would 
provide  tne  money  needed  for  the  new  rail  lines,  storage,  and  main- 
tenance facilities. 


i*ir.  Crowley  explained  that  upon  approval  of  the  financing  plan  by 
tne  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Board  would  also  be  asked  for  permission 
oy  tne  PUC  to  apply  for  Federal  grants  of  $22  million--or  one  half 
of  tne  cost  of  the  transit  improvement  program.    (Resolution  #70-0647) 
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Commissioner  Flynn  pointed  out  that  run-down  equipment  eats  up  money. 
There  would  be  some  saving  with  the  new  tracks  and  road  beds  and 
maintenance  facilities  which  City  would  no  longer  be  compelled  to 
remodel  and  temporarily  repair. 

Commissioner  Petri  said  it  is  his  understanding  the  $44  million  would 
be  spent  in  the  future  when  individual  studies  will  have  been  made  for 
eacn  of  the  proposed  ideas — some  might  be  changed — but  that  the 
Commission  would  vote  upon  each  individually.

About  600  feet  of  pipe  has  been  laid  on  the  north  side. 
Backfilling  has  been  completed  and  the  Municipal  Railway 
tracks  have  been  moved  to  the  center  of  the  street. 


Outer  Market  Street  Area 


Approximately  1,200  feet  of  16-inch  main  has  been  laid  on 
Market  fron  the  west  of  Van  Ness  Avenue  to  the  west  of 
Valencia  Street.     A  trench  has  been  excavated  to  Octavia  for 
the  installation  of  the  16-inch  main.     250  feet  of  8-inch  main 
has  been  installed  on  the  north  side  of  Market  from  Van  Ness 
Avenue  to  Franklin  Street.    This  line  has  been  tested  and 
chlorinated  and  is  now  in  operation. 


Main  Breaks 


There  was  a  total  of  15  main  breaks  which  were  repaired 
routinely.     On  October  23,  during  the  early  morning  hours,  the 
16-inch  Sutro  main  broke  in  the  area  of  Niagara  Street  east  of 
Alemany  Boulevard.     Service  to  our  customers  was  not  interruptea 
as  this  main  was  a  transmission  line.     However,  the  sidewalks  in 
front  of  several  homes  on  Niagara  were  damaged.     This  Department 
repaired  all  these  sidewalks  within  a  few  days. 

Pilarcitos  Dam  Repairs 

The  placement  for  the  stability  embankment  for  the  restoration 
of  Pilarcitos  Dam  has  been  completed  during  the  month.     The  place- 
ment of  slope  protection  (rip-rap)  has  been  deferred  due  to  the 
lack  of  adequate  local  materials. 

District  IV,  State  Division  of  Highways 

On  November  2,  Messrs.  Frye,  Medbery  and  Bardoff  met  with  Dis- 
trict IV,  State  Division  of  Highways,  to  discuss  the  right-of-way 
requirements  for  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  in  the  Crystal  Springs 
watershed  south  of  Ralston  Avenue. 


Coastside  County  Water  District 

On  November  6,  Messrs.  Frye,  Medbery  and  Rosen  attended  a  meeting 
at  the  Coastside  County  Water  District  office  at  Half  Moon  Bay. 
■rmong  those  present  were:     Mrs.  Jean  Fassler,  Supervise-  ,  San  Mateo 
unty;  J.  H.  Canadas,  Manager;  T.  Jenkins,  Attorney;  S,  Cantwell, 
Lgineer,  Coastside  County  Water  District;  G.  Laakso,  San  Mateo 
bounty  Planning  Department;  V.  Saunders,  San  Mateo  County  Flood  Con- 
trol District.

Street  subway  and  tne  two  tunnels  must  be  compatible  with  the  subway- 
surface  car  cab  signal  system. 

Mr.  Woods  advised  tnat  it  is  incumbent  that  bids  be  received  for  the 
wayside  signal  equipment  at  the  same  time  bids  are  received  for  the 
subway-surf ace  cars  in  order  to  guarantee  the  two  systems  will  be 
compatible  and  that  there  will  be  no  unbalancing  of  bids. 

Mr.  Wooes  explained  that  funds  for  the  cab  signal  equipment  are 
provided  for  dy  the  $51.5  million  Municipal  Railway  Improvement 
Corporation  bond  sale.     Funds  for  the  wayside  signal  equipment  will 
de  provided  from  two  sources.

Mr.  Woods  estimated  that  with  a  joint  call  for  bids,  the  City  should 
save  up  to  $300,000  on  the  jobs.     If  the  installation  of  the  cab 
signal  equipment  were  put  out  to  bid  first,  the  successful  bidder 
tnen  would  have  a  priority  for  being  the  sole  source  for  the  wayside 
equipment  work .

Operations  and  Maintenance 

BARTD 

Civic  Center  Station  to  Powell  Street  Station 

The  tunneling  work  has  been  completed  and  street  settlement  is  still 
being  observed.    Freeing  of  pipes  at  utility  vaults  was  performed  as 
agreed  upon.    Temporary  fire  mains  are  no  longer  in  use. 

Mission  Street 

In  the  16th  Street  Stat  on  and  2lith  Street  Station,  all  work  has  been 
completed.    On  the  Outer  Mission  line,  all  work  in  the  following  stations 
has  been  completed:    Balboa  Station;  Glen  Park  Station;  Daly  City  Station 
Approach  (2ljth  Street  Station  to  Crystal  Street  and  County  Line).    On  the 
Daly  City  Station,  the  field  work  has  been  started  for  the  relocation  of 
30- inch  and  8-inch  mains  in  the  BARTD  track  area. 

Main  Breaks 

Within  the  City  boundaries  there  were  a  total  of  15  main  breaks.  At 
approximately  1:30  a.m.,  November  28,  1970,  at  Lincoln  T;ay  and  [|5th  Avenue 
there  was  a  break  In  our  b-inch  main.    The  break  occurred  when  heavy  run- 
off from  the  rain  storm  caused  an  open  sewer  to  overflow  and  under- 
mine about  25  feet  of  our  main  which  was  adjacent  to  a  Department  of  Public 
Works  sewer  project.    It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  contractor  to  protect  _ur  facilities.    This  Department  has  billed  the 
contractor  for  the  costs  of  emergency  repairs. 

Within  the  Peninsula  there  were  two  simultaneous  severe  leaks  on  the 
Crystal  Springs  60-inch  pipe  on  Boneyard  Hill  in  Brisbane,  resulting  from 
electrolytic  action.    Cathodic  protection  installed  in  this  area  has  been 
effective  for  over  10  years  in  preventing  such  leaks. 

A  particularly  diff i cult-to-repair  leak  was  located  on  the  San  Andreas 
514-inch  pipe  in  an  area  south  of  San  Bruno  Avenue  and  west  of  Highway  280, 
San  Bruno.    The  pipe  is  located  on  a  steep  slope  with  12  feet  of  cover. 
A  large  cut  and  cribbing  was  reouir^d  to  expose  the  pipe. 

Shutdown  -  Market  Street 

On  Sunday,  November  22,  the  16-inch  College  Hill  main  and  its  branch 
mains  were  shut  down  on  Market  Street  between  Van  Mess  Avenue  and  Valencia 
Street.    This  was  done  in  order  to  make  a  total  of  eight  connections  to  the 
new  16-inch  main  laid  in  the  north  side  of  Market  Street  in  conjunction  with 
the  BARTD  construction  in  this  area.    Work  began  at  7:00  a.m.  and  was  com- 
pleted at  alll  locations  by  5:00  p.m.

On  December  11,  1970,  at  h2$  Mason  Street,  Messrs.  Crowley,  Finn,  and  Mootz 
met  with  Mr.  Frye  and  members  of  the  Department  staff  to  discuss  the  1971-1972 
budget. 


Sewer  Tax 


Mr.  Frye  made  an  appearance  before  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  relative  to  these  proposed  ordinances.    He  recommended  that  the 
ordinances  should  not  be  effective  prior  to  July  1,  1971  in  order  to  provide 
sufficient  time  to  obtain  additional  EDP  equipment  and  develop  the  EDP  programs 
required  for  the  billing  and  collection  of  these  charges.    The  Controller  con- 
curred in  this  recommendation  and  the  Finance  Committee  appeared  to  concur  that 
the  ordinances  should  not  be  made  effective  before  July  1,  1971.
